SF Drummer Boy 
resigns over allegations 

Lack of evidence clears Duncan McKenzie

S an Francisco Drummer Boy Chris 
Dover has resigned his title due to pub¬ 
lic controversy over his allegations that 
he was abused during a consensual SM scene 
in July, the Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

In a move that Dover describes as “pres¬ 
sured” and SF Drummer Boy title owner 
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Philip Turner calls “dignified,” Dover re¬ 
signed his “Drummer Boy” title on August 
17 due to growing suspicion in the leather 
community that he fabricated or embell¬ 
ished his story of alleged abuse. Dover said 
that Turner, who owns Daddy’s bar and 
sponsors the regional San Francisco Drum¬ 
mer Boy contest, asked him to resign. 

“I was asked by the title owner himself to 
resign,” Dover told the B.A.R. “People in the 
community felt I could not carry the title any 
further. So rather than watch him pull the 
title, I gave it up.” 

Turner, however, said he did not ask for 
Dover’s resignation. 

“I did suggest it might be in his best in¬ 
terest to resign, considering his emotional 
trauma and the controversy within the com¬ 
munity,” Turner told the B.A.R. “But I want 
to quell the rumors that he was dismissed. 
He did not resign in disgrace, but with in¬ 
tegrity.” 

Dover won the SF Drummer Boy title in 
April, and went on to compete in the North¬ 
ern California Drummer Boy contest on July 
24. It was after that event that Dover alleges 
the abuse took place. 

In an article published July 29, Dover told 
the B.A.R. that he and Duncan McKenzie of 
Chicago had agreed upon a safe SM encounter 
on the night of July 24, but that McKenzie re¬ 
fused to give Dover a safe word once the two 
entered McKenzie’s hotel room. Dover said 
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Oakland's Stonewall 
30 is all set to go!

A fter months of fundraising and plan¬ 
ning, the 30th anniversary celebration 
of the Stonewall Rebellion kicks off in 
the East Bay this Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 1, with a five-day series of mostly-free 
multicultural events to honor lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) civil rights 
and AIDS activism around the world. 

From a variety of international musical 
performances to the unveiling of Names 
Project quilt panels from South Africa, the 
festivities promise to represent diversity that 
organizers call “appropriately commemora¬ 
tive,” since the Stonewall Rebellion was ini¬ 
tiated mostly by drag queens of color. 

“The East Bay in itself is also home to a 
very diverse community,” East Bay Pride Pres¬ 
ident Pete King told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“So it’s natural that our Pride reflects that.” 

Stonewall 30 is actually an extension of the 
annual East Bay Pride events and Oakland 


Gay Mardi Gras, according to King. When a 
national association of gay pride organizers 
known as InterPride chose Oakland and Jo¬ 
hannesburg, South Africa as the host cities for 
Stonewall 30, “It made the East Bay Pride cel¬ 
ebration that much bigger,” said King. 

Like the 1969 rebellion in New York City 
that is regarded as the birth of this country’s 
LGBT movement, Stonewall 30 is marked 
with dramatic beginnings. 

On September 1, at 11 a.m. at Oakland’s 
City Hall, Mayor Jerry Brown will declare 
the start of Stonewall 30, and Judy Shepard, 
mother of slain gay college student Matthew 
Shepard, will give opening remarks. 

Then, at 8 p.m., more than three miles of 
pink lights and 30 search lights will illumi¬ 
nate Oakland’s Lake Merritt in a statement 
against hate and violence. 

“It will be absolutely breathtaking,” said 
King, who a few months ago likened the dis¬ 
play to a “necklace” on the lake. 

For $30 a pop, sponsors can buy one of 
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Volunteers and staff of East Bay Pride stand amidst the sculptures to be used as stage sets 
for the Stonewall 30 celebration that starts in Oakland Wednesday, September 1. 


State Senate OKs 
needle exchange bill

O n Tuesday,August 24, the California 
Senate sent AB 518 to the desk of 
Governor Gray Davis, where it faces 
a possible veto. The bill, which passed on 
a largely party line vote of 21-18, would 
provide local governments the legal au¬ 
thority to establish needle exchange pro¬ 
grams. At present, programs operate 
quasi-illegally under local health emer¬ 
gency declarations. 

Sponsored by Assemblywoman Kerry 
Mazzoni (D-San Rafael), the legislation 
was approved by the Assembly earlier this 
year. It must be signed or vetoed by the 
governor by Labor Day. Similar legisla¬ 


tion had been vetoed twice by former 
Governor Pete Wilson. 

Davis has not taken a public position on 
the bill, although Phil Trounstein, his com¬ 
munications director, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on Monday that “he has not been in 
favor of this kind of thing in the past.” 

“I do know that he’s against needle ex¬ 
change programs,” Mazzoni told the 
B.A.R., indicating that she will immedi¬ 
ately be seeking a meeting with Davis to 
discuss scientific studies showing that 
needle exchanges reduce HIV infections, 
and help get people into drug treatment. 
“I think that many times, people in pub¬ 
lic office vote based on what they believe 
is the will of the people, or what may be 
politically expedient,” Mazzoni said. ▼

Sonoma County marks 1,000 
AIDS deaths with events this weekend

W ith 1,000 AIDS deaths 
recorded in Sonoma 
County as of this month, 
the community will commemo¬ 
rate the milestone at two special 
ceremonies this weekend. 

Scheduled for Friday, August 
27, from 5:30 to 6:30 p.m. at Jul- 
liard Park in Santa Rosa and Sat¬ 
urday, August 28, from 2 to 3 p.m. 


at the Armstrong Redwoods Am¬ 
phitheater in Guerneville, the two 
events will include a recitation of 
all the names of those who have 
died, as well as speakers, music, 
and a ritual known as the “stone 
spiral ceremony.” 

In Guerneville, Dr. Marshal Ku- 
boda, former medical director of 
the HIV Early Intervention Center 
in Sonoma County, and one of the 
first doctors to treat AIDS patients 
locally, will be the master of cere¬ 


monies. Other participants will in¬ 
clude Face to Face co-founder Ca¬ 
role Owens, treatment advocate 
and PWA Michael Onstott, and the 
Occidental Community Choir. 

Rick Dean of Face to Face will 
host the Santa Rosa event. Speak¬ 
ers will include Sonoma County 
AIDS Commissioner and PWA 
Eric Olson and John Simons. 
Music will be provided by the 
choir of New Hope! Metropolitan 
Community Church in Santa 
Rosa and recording artist Mark 
Weigle, who will also sing at the 
Guerneville event. 

In addition to the ceremonies, 
the Sonoma County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors passed a resolution Au¬ 
gust 23 commemorating the 1,000 
people who died with AIDS in the 
county. 

Alan Nishikawa of the Sonoma 
County Commission on AIDS 
called the one thousandth death a 
“significant milestone.” 

“There is some level of hope 
involved,” he said. “The number of 
AIDS deaths per year has declined 
pretty steadily since 1993. But we 
don’t want people to get too com¬ 
placent about it. There are still 
1,600 people with AIDS in Sono¬ 
ma County who need services.” ▼

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Proposed youth shelter 
faces ‘uphill battle’

C astro area residents, mer¬ 
chants, and members of the 
San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors continue to struggle with 
feelings of anger, distrust, and hope 
for a proposed shelter targeting 
queer homeless youth in the Castro. 

A second community forum 
about the shelter, nearly as con¬ 
tentious as a meeting held two 
weeks earlier, was attended by ap¬ 
proximately 120 people last 
Wednesday, August 18. 

By the evening’s end, there was 
agreement on one thing: to form a 
community advisory committee 
(CAC) composed of 21 members 
who will attempt to develop a 
unified statement to the city on 
whether they support the pro¬ 
posed center as presented, sup¬ 
port an amended proposal, or op¬ 
pose it altogether. 

Whether the sharply divided 
neighbors will succeed, however, 
remains an open question. 

Supervisors Mark Leno and 
Leslie Katz have spearheaded the 
project, which seeks to establish a 
shelter for “20-25 self-identified 
LGBTQQ [lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, queer, and question¬ 
ing] young adults between 18 and 
23 years old” in the old City Ath¬ 
letic Club at 2500 Market Street at 
17th and Castro streets. The 
building has been offered free to 
the city by owner Tor Hansen, 
specifically for this purpose for up 
to two years, and the city has set 
aside $250,000 for the shelter in 
the fiscal 1999-2000 budget, 
which ends June 30,2000. 

“I think it’s going to be an up¬ 
hill battle,” community activist 
Eileen Hansen told the Bay Area 
Reporter on Tuesday following the 
meeting. Hansen helped organize 
a series of neighborhood meetings 
to address the problem of home¬ 
lessness in the Castro earlier this 
year following the closure of the 
temporary shelter for queer youth 
at the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center (EVRC). “And unfortu¬ 
nately there are enough very spe¬ 
cific concerns [about the proposed 
shelter] without adding to that a 
bad process.” Hansen suggested 
that the way the proposal was an¬ 
nounced, without consultation 
with neighbors, set the shelter up 
for immediate criticism. 

Tempers flared several times 
during last week’s meeting as Leno 


struggled to steer the discussion 
away from general “venting,” 
which had dominated the previous 
meeting, and to establish a more 
formal CAC to make recommen¬ 
dations to the city on the proposal. 

When Leno asked that the yet- 
to-be-formed CAC complete its 
work within five weeks, opponents 
strongly objected, calling his time¬ 
line “unrealistic,” and charging that 
the shelter was in fact already a 
“done deal.” These feelings were 
not diminished when Leno ac¬ 
knowledged that the city would not 
consider the CAC’s recommenda¬ 
tions binding. “We will take it 
under advisement,” he said, point¬ 
ing out that the CAC would not be 
city-sanctioned or -sponsored. 

Ultimately, Leno asked only 
that the CAC “do your best” in 
meeting his timeline, and repeat¬ 
edly emphasized that the propos¬ 
al, described in a four-page docu¬ 
ment he circulated at the meeting, 
was “just a broad outline,” and 
was open to change. 

Three subcommittees were es¬ 
tablished to evaluate the proposal: 
those for, against, and ambivalent 
about the shelter plan as presented. 
Approximately 56 people joined 
the group opposed, while 34 were 
in favor, and 27 were unsure. Each 
group selected a chairperson, and 
will be selecting six more volunteer 
members this week to outline their 
specific concerns and areas of 
agreement. Interim progress re¬ 
ports will be presented at another 
public meeting scheduled for this 
Wednesday, September 1. 

“The only thing that is a fait 
accompli is that we will have a 
homeless shelter,” Katz told the 
B.A.R. on Monday. “The advan¬ 
tage of this space is we don’t have 
to put as much money into rent 
or renovation.” Katz, who was not 
able to attend last week’s meeting, 
also stated that the shelter must be 
located in the Castro in order to 
best serve the target population 
already attracted to the area. 

Currently, there are no home¬ 
less shelters in San Francisco 
specifically targeting queer youth, 
and there is widespread concern 
among area residents that the 
problem of homelessness in the 
Castro has worsened considerably 
in the last two years. The EVRC 
and the proposed new shelter 
have galvanized many area resi¬ 
dents into becoming active in the 
issue of homelessness - and in 
community activism in general -

for the first time. 

Joshua Susser, 35, recently pur¬ 
chased a condo in the neighbor¬ 
hood and has lived in the Castro 
for four years. He has never been 
active in community politics, but 
was selected as chair of the sub¬ 
committee in favor of the shelter. 
“I was opposed to it before the 
meeting,” he told the B.A.R. “But 
I realized that if the facility was 
going to go in, because I live one 
and a half blocks away, I would 
have to have a relationship with it. 
The question is, ‘What are you 
going to do to clean up the neigh¬ 
borhood?’ One small step is to 
give them somewhere to go.” 

Susser’s subcommittee has 
dubbed itself “Castro Cares.” 

Also new to community ac¬ 
tivism is Kirk Herring, chair of 
the subcommittee opposed to the 
shelter and a renter in the neigh¬ 
borhood. “I’m against this loca¬ 
tion, not against using the funds,” 
he told the B.A.R. “The whole 
community has seen an increase 
in crime, drugs, and homelessness 
in the last 18 months. Let’s try to 
clean that up before we create a 
magnet for more homelessness.” 

Katz objects to the idea that the 
shelter would exacerbate the exist¬ 
ing homeless situation. “A lot of 
people are saying now more 
homeless people are coming to the 
Castro since the temporary 
(EVRC) shelter opened,” she said, a 
charge she called “patently absurd.” 

Herring also said that he be¬ 
lieves there is no need for a shelter 
for 20-25 queer youth. “There are 
eight to 10 people in the neigh¬ 
borhood that meet that criteria,” 
he estimated, based on his per¬ 
sonal observations. 

However, Leno pointed out 
that the temporary EVRC shelter 
was filled to capacity nearly every 
night with about 29 young people. 

Patrick Batt, president of Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC), was chosen to chair 
of the so called “Neutral Commit¬ 
tee.” He reported that MUMC de¬ 
cided this week to take no posi¬ 
tion on the shelter until the CAC 
completes its work. ▼ 


The next CAC meeting takes 
place this Wednesday, 
September 1, at 7 p.m. at the 
former City Athletic Club, 2500 
Market Street, at Castro and 
17th streets.

Bodfish likely struggled 
with killer, report says

T ransgendered murder vic¬ 
tim Emmon Bodfish was 
known for doing everything 
he could to be unknown and 
there was perhaps no greater sym¬ 
bol of his reclusivity than his 
home on his seven acre estate in 
Orinda. Meanwhile, Bodfish’s 
coroner’s report indicates he may 
have struggled with his killer. 

Last Thursday, August 19, this 
reporter was allowed to accompa¬ 
ny three of Bodfish’s close friends 
along with his lawyer and execu¬ 
tor Garrett Riegg, as they returned 
to that home along Miner Road, 
an area known for some of the 
highest priced real estate in the 
East Bay. The Bodfish home is just 
a 25-minute drive from San Fran¬ 
cisco but the property is so wood¬ 
ed and isolated, one could easily 
get the feeling that they are hun¬ 
dreds of miles away from any¬ 
thing resembling a major city. 

Although Riegg estimates the 
property to be worth about $2 
million, the house itself is ex¬ 
tremely modest and looks more 
like a cabin in the middle of the 
Sierra than a home in an exclusive 
Bay Area bedroom community. 
It’s just two bedrooms, one bath, 
with a smaller cabin on a hill 
overlooking the home. The house 
has a very rustic feel and Bodfish’s 
friends say that was in keeping 
with his nature-based Druid faith. 

One of Bodfish’s close friends 
who knew him for more than two 
decades, before Margaret became 
Emmon, said she appreciated the 
Bay Area Reporter's sensitivity in 
its coverage of the case but didn’t 
want to be quoted on the record. 
She said she felt very conflicted 
about discussing her friend’s life 
because privacy was extremely 
important to him. When asked if 
Bodfish would have preferred to 
be known as a man or woman, 
she said Bodfish presented him¬ 
self to most of the world as a man 
but his female identity was some¬ 
thing he chose to keep. 

Another friend, Stacey Wein¬ 
berger, who has spoken with the 
B.A.R. before, said she also felt 
conflicted about speaking to the 
media but thought it was impor¬ 
tant for people to know that Bod¬ 
fish wasn’t a freak, but a very 
good, honest, and caring person. 

A third friend, Doug Handler, 
also spoke with great affection 


about Emmon Bodfish. The 
friends were allowed to claim a 
few sentimental items that had 
special meaning for them. Han¬ 
dler, who also knew Bodfish be¬ 
fore Bodfish began living as a 
man, took a tiny photo of Mar¬ 
garet Bodfish as a child. He was 
also allowed to keep a plumbing 
book with a photo of an adult 
Margaret Bodfish demonstrating 
a plumbing job. Before Bodfish 
worked as an investment advisor, 
he ran his own pool maintenance 
and plumbing business. An old 
and partially burned blue truck 
bearing his company name, “The 
Blue Lagoon,” continues to stand 
watch in front of his home. 

Skull, facial bone 
fractures 

Bodfish died in the solitude of 
that home that he cherished so 
much during his life. Now, almost 
two months after his bludgeoning

A respected transgender psy¬ 
chiatrist was found dead in 
the San Mateo County clin¬ 
ic where she worked last Monday, 
August 16, and friends and family 
are mourning the apparent sui¬ 
cide. The body of Dr. Shoshanna 
Gillick was found hanging from a 
ceiling beam by co-workers. 
Gillick, 54, had worked as the 
chief child psychiatrist for San 
Mateo County. 

Gillick’s friend, Michele Kam- 
merer, with the Center for Gender 
Sanity in Westchester, California, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Gillick had been dealing with de¬ 
pression. “I hadn’t talked to her in 
a while,” Kammerer said. “I was 
shocked by her death, but not to¬ 
tally surprised.” 

Kammerer said Gillick first 
contacted her in 1991 when Kam¬ 
merer came out as a transsexual 
woman while working for the Los 
Angeles Fire Department. Kam¬ 
merer said Gillick endured job dis¬ 
crimination while living in South¬ 
ern California after coming out as 
a transsexual woman. “She was 
quite discriminated against,” Kam- 


death, much of his home still re¬ 
mains how he left it but much has 
changed. Bodfish’s body was 
found on the floor in the living 
room next to a bookcase. Now, 
many of the books that became 
bloodstained are packed away in 
plastic bags. A square patch of 
carpet is cut away from the Ori¬ 
ental rug where his head lay. 

The B.A.R. obtained a copy of 
Bodfish’s coroner’s report which 
appears to indicate a struggle he 
had with his attacker. The official 
cause of death is listed as “blunt- 
force head injuries.” The report 
details fractures to his skull and 
facial bones and cuts to the fore¬ 
head and upper lip. Bruises were 
found on his chin, legs, shoulder, 
and back. “A decorative screen 
with a glass front was standing to 
the right of the body,” the report 
details. “The glass was broken and 
there was evidence of blood splat-

merer said, adding Gillick relocat¬ 
ed to San Francisco from South¬ 
ern California after she was let go 
by Cigna Corporation, where she 
worked as a staff psychiatrist. 

Gillick’s daughter, Hillary 
Gillick, told the B.A.R., “I loved 
my father and miss her very 
much. It shouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened. She was loved by so many 
people and she couldn’t under¬ 
stand.” 

Kammerer said Gillick was 
born Marvin Michael Gillick in 
Newark, New Jersey, in 1944; she 
legally changed her name a few 
years ago. She was educated at 
New York University and received 
her medical degree from George¬ 
town University in 1971, and was 
a U.S. Navy psychiatrist (lieu¬ 
tenant commander) from 1974 to 
1976. Her post doctoral training 
was completed at Georgetown 
and the University of Southern 
California (USC), and she was 
board certified in adult, forensic, 
and child psychiatry. 

Gillick served as an instructor 
and clinical associate,professor of 
psychiatry at the USC School of 
Medicine from 1978 to 1980. She 
served on psychiatric panels for 
the Los Angeles Superior Courts 
and the state of California. 

Kammerer said Gillick “was 
intensely interested in her Ju¬ 
daism, child psychiatry, psycho¬ 
analysis, popular movies, baseball, 
and transgender, lesbian, and gay 
issues.” 

“She is missed by all who have 
been touched by her incredible in¬ 
tellect, compassionate therapy, 
and wonderful sense of humor,” 
Kammerer added. 

Gillick is survived by her 
mother who lives in Florida; her 
sister, Anita, of Long Island; her 
ex-wife, Susan; and her daughter, 
Hillary, of San Francisco. 

A memorial service is sched¬ 
uled for Friday, September 10, 
from 3 to 5:30 p.m. at Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church-San 
Francisco, 150 Eureka Street. In 
lieu of flowers, donations can be 
sent in Shoshanna Gillick’s mem¬ 
ory to the Simon Wiesenthal Cen¬ 
ter’s Tools for Tolerance program, 
9760 West Pico Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, CA 90035.

TG psychiatrist found 
dead at San Mateo clinic 
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Tavern Guild donates 
$100K to LGBT Center

T avern Guild Building Fund 
gave $100,000 last Friday, 
August 20, to help under¬ 
write the cost of a planned audi¬ 
torium in the Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual, Transgender (LGBT) Com¬ 
munity Center Project (CCP). 
Wayne Friday, former president of 
the Tavern Guild, presented the 
check to Pat Martel, president of 
the CCP board of directors. 

“We are extremely grateful for 
the vision and leadership of the 
Tavern Guild members, who for 
many years have strongly sup¬ 
ported the concept of a commu¬ 
nity center,” said Martel. 

The now-defunct Tavern Guild 
formed in the 1960s as an associ¬ 
ation of San Francisco’s lesbian 
and gay bars in an effort to pro¬ 
tect the bars from police harass¬ 
ment. The group’s building fund 
was started in the 1970s in antici¬ 
pation of a gay community center 
actually being built. “They never 
seemed to come up with the 
money when buildings were 
cheap,” Stanley Boyd, treasurer of 
the surviving Tavern Guild Foun¬ 
dation, told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Among other projects, the Tav¬ 
ern Guild Foundation now owns 
and operates the nonprofit Com¬ 
munity Thrift Store on Valencia 
Street, which makes charitable 
contributions to over 200 com¬ 
munity service organizations. 


The Tavern Guild Foundation 
spends “a lot of money” renting 
spaces around the city in support 
of fundraisers, coronations, and 
other events, according to Boyd, 
and they saw the auditorium 
space at the community center as 
a useful alternative venue. The 
foundation also hopes to be in¬ 
volved in the naming of the audi¬ 
torium. 

The 41,000 square foot center, 
which will break ground on Octo¬ 
ber 20 at 1800 Market Street, has 
raised $9.5 million of the project¬ 
ed $11 million needed to com¬ 
plete construction. Of the money 
raised thus far, $5.7 million came 
from the city, while $1 million was 


budgeted by the state, thanks to 
San Francisco lawmakers Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden and 
state Senator John Burton. San 
Francisco corporations have com¬ 
mitted $500,000, and individuals 
have given over $2.3 million. Re¬ 
maining funds are expected to 
come primarily from individual 
contributions. 

Meanwhile, according to Dick 
Pabich of the CCP’s board of di¬ 
rectors, the board is seeking sug¬ 
gestions for a name for the center 
itself. Individuals making sizeable 
contributions reportedly will have 
some influence on the decision¬ 
making. “About $1 million will 
name it,” Pabich told the B.A.R. ▼

Learning tolerance 


H ate and violence continue to permeate 
society. Anti-gay violence is being re¬ 
ported with alarming regularity by 
mainstream media outlets, particularly since 
the beating death last October of gay 
Wyoming college student Matthew Shepard 
and the brutal murder of Billy Jack Gaither in 
Alabama in February. Additionally, there was 
coverage of the murders this summer of a 
Redding area gay couple, Gary Matson and 
Winfield Scott Mowder, in which two broth¬ 
ers, Benjamin Matthew Williams and James 
Tyler Williams, have been charged. The 
Williams brothers are also suspected of torch¬ 
ing three Sacramento synagogues in June, 
and are being investigated in connection with 
a July 2 fire at a Sacramento abortion clinic. 

But it’s not just violence against gays that 
has been in the news. The recent shooting 
spree at a Jewish community center in Los 
Angeles County earlier this month, alleged¬ 
ly by Buford O. Furrow Jr., has contributed 
to making more people aware of violence 
and hate rhetoric targeted at classes of peo¬ 
ple, whether they be gay, Jewish, African 
American, or women. This week, it was re¬ 
ported locally that there is an investigation 
at the San Francisco Fire Department to see 
who’s behind an inflammatory newsletter 
that refers to female firefighters as “fire- 
watchers,” and calls minorities “affirmative 
action welfare recipients.” 

All of this hate in the news doesn’t real¬ 
ly surprise us so much as disturbs us. It’s 
unsettling that conservative religious 
groups, white supremacist organizations, 
and other bigots continue to spew forth 
hateful speech that seemingly leads follow¬ 
ers to sometimes act out the violence. 

Political leaders are not without their 
contributions to the climate of intolerance. 
The Human Rights Campaign reported last 
week that several Republican candidates for 
president signed on to an anti-gay pledge in 
Iowa; actions like this only validate the feel¬ 
ings some Americans have that it’s accept¬ 
able to hate gays and lesbians. 

Against this backdrop of hate violence 
and speech, particularly toward gays and 
lesbians, it’s refreshing to see that some re¬ 


ligious organizations are trying to do some¬ 
thing positive about it. An unusual coalition 
of religious groups, including Protestants, 
Roman Catholics, Jews, Mormons, and 
Muslims, met this week in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, of all places, for 
a two-day strategy session to talk 
about how their new coalition - , 

the National Religious Leader¬ 
ship Roundtable - should speak 
out; that they chose to meet in Col¬ 
orado Springs, home to some of the 
most rabid anti-gay and conservative 
groups, was an irony not lost 
on the participants. 

According to an article 
about the meeting from the 
New York Times, gay rights was an important 
theme at the meeting, which was organized 
last year by the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s policy institute and Equal Part¬ 
ners in Faith, a liberal religious organization. 

Learning tolerance begins with meetings 
such as the one in Colorado Springs, as peo¬ 
ple from all religious backgrounds come to¬ 
gether to deal with the major problem of vi¬ 


olence and intolerance directed at people 
who are perceived as “different” by hate-mon¬ 
gers. Taking what they learned at the meeting 
back to their communities is the next big step, 
of course, and we hope that happens. 

Closer to home, following the inci¬ 
dent at the Southern California Jew¬ 
ish community center, New Hope! 
Metropolitan Community Church in 
the North Bay recently provided 
members to serve as volunteer securi¬ 
ty monitors during a Friday worship 
service at Shomrei Tirah in Santa 
Rosa. The Reverend Alice Ur- 
banowicz sent out an e-mail 
following the service, describ¬ 
ing how attending the Jewish 
service affected her. “At the end of this ser¬ 
vice, this large congregation asked our folks 
from New Hope! MCC to come in from the 
outside and gave them a standing ovation 
for helping them to feel safe to worship,” she 
wrote. 

It’s groups working together that in¬ 
crease tolerance and help to quell the rise of 
hatred in America. T 




Who told these kids 
that SOMA was theirs?

% || M hen Supervisor Gavin Newsom was 
flj y trying to build support for a South 
W W of Market Nighttime Entertain¬ 
ment Zone last summer, he organized two 
so-called community meetings, both held in 
11th Street nightclubs, both publicized only 
to clubgoers. One after another, breathless 
twenty-somethings lined up pleading to 
“save die music!” Save it from the invasion of 
spoiled yuppies foolish enough to move next 
door to their clubs. Whining yuppies who 
should have known better. 

I will admit I’ve grown attached to a few 
bars in my day. But let’s remember that 
these are businesses and their owners are 
out to make money. What started the drive 
for an entertainment zone was a series of 
complaints against the Club V/SF that cul¬ 
minated in the loss of its after-hours license 
and eventual sale. 

This is where the myth of the spoiled yup¬ 
pies began. In truth, the V/SF’s troubles began 
in 1990 vvhen it was called the Oasis. For 
those of us living in SOMA, those were terri¬ 
ble times. Cocaine-fueled fights, vandalism, 
an influx of drunken teens, and pounding 
bass lasting until the wee hours. And what 
hurt most was that the birth of this nightclub 
scene replaced one gay bar after another, bars 
that died as so many of our friends and lovers 
did. We weren’t happy about it, but we were 
dealing with more important things. 

The new loft dwellers are such an easy tar¬ 
get. They dress funny, spend exorbitant sums 
on impractical, cheaply built spaces, and 
scurry in and out of the neighborhood using 


their automatic garage door openers to pro¬ 
tect them from ever having to set foot on the 
sidewalks of SOMA. Off target however, be¬ 
cause no loft dweller was involved in the 
V/SF’s troubles and few are even active in the 
SOMA Residents’ Association, which sprung 
up in opposition to Newsom’s legislation. 

The Brainwash, further down Folsom, 
began as a coin-operated laundry, evolved 
into a cafe, added an acoustic music 
permit and, with only glass walls sep¬ 
arating the bass waves from wood 
frame homes and apartments, 
gradually drove the residents of 
Langton Street mad with amplified 
garage band music playing past 
midnight. The Holy Cow, once a 
peaceful, pot-smoking 
gay bar, has fought to an 
uneasy truce with the res¬ 
idents of a five-unit, circa 
1907 apartment building across the alley. 
And the V/SF’s permits were pulled in re¬ 
sponse to a petition signed by 130 residents 
of apartments on 11th Street and home- 
owners on Kissling alley, subjected to out¬ 
door rock concert volume music lasting 
past four in the morning. No loft dwellers 
were involved in any of these disputes. 

Newsom has rewritten his legislation 
several times since last July, but it never gets 
any better or worse, because he has never 
changed what he set out to accomplish: that 
is, to turn South of Market into an enter¬ 
tainment zone rivaling New Orleans’ Bour¬ 
bon Street. Again we’re talking about mak¬ 
ing money here and those twenty-some¬ 
things lining up to save the music aren’t part 
of the gentrified tourist zone Newsom 


imagines. Remember, Newsom owns and 
invests in bars, nightclubs, and real estate 
and his biggest backer is the Committee on 
Jobs, which represents the Gettys, the Gap 
and Financial District interests. 

Existing residents don’t fit this vision ei¬ 
ther. “I cannot be concerned with the pre¬ 
sent,” Newsom told us. For the last year he’s 
tried various approaches to remove our 
right to the “peaceful use and enjoyment of 
our property,” rights guaranteed everyone 
in this city by good neighbor policies and 
the police code. They are down- 
graded to a “comparable risk” 
balance between our right to 
sleep and the nightclubs’ new 
right to project 75 decibel into 
the night. That is double 
the noise limit set for res¬ 
idential areas around the 
airport. The legislation 
goes on to encumber our property with dis¬ 
closure requirements, reduces the number 
of parking spaces in new construction and 
provides for 24 hour a day, all weekend 
long, street closures for outdoor amplified 
events. 

If this was an abandoned warehouse dis¬ 
trict, perhaps it would make a good alcohol 
theme park. But SOMA has always includ¬ 
ed a mixture of light industry, entertain¬ 
ment uses and residents.

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Help from HIVers needed in Ireland 

We need more info and experiences of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS and it would be great if some of 
your readers could help. 

Living with HIV/AIDS is something that takes a 
lot of time to get used to. The everyday task of get¬ 
ting on with life, and thinking that every little bump, 
rash, or cough could be something serious, is a diffi¬ 
cult adjustment. The daily task of taking handfuls of 
pills is a daunting prospect for people starting com¬ 
bination therapy. 

There is little information out there to prepare any¬ 
one for the day-to-day troubles; the endless trips to 
the clinic; always watching your numbers; getting used 
to the terms and names the doctors throw at you. 

Before I became positive, I thought a T-cell was a 
toilet in prison, and nothing could prepare me for 
that feeling of being damaged goods which I felt for 
the first couple of years of being positive. The most 
helpful thing for me was peer support - talking to 
others living in the same situation. It was amazing just 
to listen to another person talking the same lingo I 
had adopted to try and make sense of what my body 
was going through. 

For months I just wanted to stay in bed. I had no 
energy or even the will to get up. Then, by 
talking to others about their progression 
along the path I was on, I found that they 
had all went through the same sort of 
thing. We all go through good and bad 
days. When I have a bad day, I try and talk 
to others in my situation. 

At Gay Community News in Ireland 
we have the “Positive Living” [section] 
for people that are positive to share their 
experiences with other positive people, and maybe 
help them to come to terms with their disease. Plus, 
it’s reassuring to know that it’s not just you that can’t 
stick to the regime the doctors gave you. There is 
strength in numbers, and I have gotten a lot of help 
from just reading others’ accounts of how they are liv¬ 
ing their positive lives. 

If you would like to share your thoughts, problems 
or just tell others about your day-to-day life living 
with HIV/AIDS, we would like to hear about it. We 
would love if you could write to us and maybe help us 
with your experiences. I know in San Francisco you 
have been through the war and you could be helping 
people here going down that road for the first time.

garding a youth shelter for gay and questioning 
youths. Back when there was the proposal during the 
winter to have a temporary shelter at the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Recreation Center (EVRC), Leno promised the 
neighbors that this was only temporary and there 
would not be a permanent shelter in the Castro area. 
Just a little over two months since the temporary shel¬ 
ter was closed, there is now talk of a 24-hour shelter 
at the old City Athletic Club. There was a packed 
room, which seemed to be stacked with elected offi¬ 
cials and their invited proponents. If it was not for the 
B.A.R. issue Thursday August 5, and posters put on 
lamp posts the same day, the majority of the people in 
the area, including ourselves, would not have known 
about this “dog and pony show.” As residents only 
three blocks away from the City Athletic Club, we had 
neither notification nor any invitation of any type 
that this meeting would be taking place. 

To many neighbors, ourselves included, this whole 
meeting was a sham to push something through with¬ 
out a true representation from the homeowners, 
renters, and merchants of the area. To say that they 
have been working on this for a year now and already 
have monies ($250,000) allocated for the shelter, says to 
us that the supervisors were not truthful with us about 
the EVRC and are doing as they please and not what 
the people of the area may have voted them to do. 

They claim the shelter is supposedly targeted at les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, queer, and question¬ 
ing (LGBTQQ) young people between 18 and 23 years 
of age. Young people should not be roaming the streets 
after midnight. So why should this shelter be open 24 
hours? Also, there is no way that you can discriminate 
as to what youth can come or go to this shelter, even 
though your target is LGBTQQ. This will cause even 
more problems in the area late at night, as we will also 
get the heterosexual youths coming in and harassing 
and panhandling the residents and merchants. It has 
happened before and it will happen again. Going by a 
shelter at 9 p.m. every night as Mr. Leno claims he did 
at EVRC is not a true indication of what goes on after 
midnight. Operating a shelter 24 hours a day is just 
asking for more trouble than it’s worth. 

Before we open a shelter and add more problems 
to the area, how about cleaning up the Castro first? If 
Mr. Leno and Mr. Ammiano are such proud gay su¬ 
pervisors, how about cleaning up Harvey Milk Plaza? 
It has become a disgrace with all the panhandling, 
drug dealings and doings, the stench from urine at 
times is unbearable, on top of which those that just 
sleep in the area have no regard for anything and leave 
their garbage and debris everywhere. Then there’s the 
rest of the Castro that, due to it’s so called affluence, 
draws many panhandlers, vagrants, alcoholics and 
drug addicts. It seems to be getting worse and not bet¬ 
ter. The streets are getting filthier and lately you have 
to be more aware of who might be watching or stalk¬ 
ing you. Let’s take care of the problems in the area we 
already have. Let’s clean up the area first and only 
then maybe consider a youth shelter with limited 
hours, i.e. 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

In closing, what we object to is Mr. Leno doing 
things behind our backs. If he has an initiative he 
wants to propose and he is worried that a majority of 
the public may not react favorably to it then he should 
probably think about that. If he decides to go forward 
with it anyway that is his right. But he should do so in 
an open and honest forum, making the strongest case 
he can for his proposal and then abiding by the will of 
the majority.

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George W. bom 
with a silver spoon?

F ormer Texas Governor Ann 
Richards is fond of saying 
about former President 
George Bush that “poor George, 
he was born with a silver foot in 
his mouth.” The lingering politi¬ 
cal question of the week (indeed, 
the past three weeks) is whether 
or not George W. Bush might 
have been born with a silver 
spoon in his future. George W., 
the Republican Party’s leading 
candidate for the presidency, 
seemed only too willing to answer 
the question as to whether or not 
he had been faithful to his wife. 
No - definitely not. Had he 
stopped the self-ac¬ 
knowledged heavy 
drinking that marked his 
fun-loving, post-college 
years? Absolutely - has¬ 
n’t touched the stuff 
in years. Would 
George W. answer the 
question put 
to all the other 
presidential 
hopefuls - 
namely, have you ever used co¬ 
caine? Wait a minute, that’s play¬ 
ing “gotcha” politics and George 
W. is having no part of it. Say 
What? Everything about Bush’s 
personal life, including his well- 
known hard-partying past is fair 
game and the prodigal son is only 
too willing to answer all - fess up, 
it’s tjie price of public life; every¬ 
thing is on the table, it seems, with 
‘squeaky clean’ George W. except 
whether or not he ever snorted 
coke. Rather than answer the 
question, as all other GOP hope¬ 
fuls did, the Texas governor thinks 
he should get a pass on that one. 

After months of kissing up to 
George W., the national reporters 
seem ready to ask the guy a tough 
one; indeed, Bush has seemingly 
waffled so much on the question 
that it no longer seems to be 
whether he used cocaine, but 
rather when was the last time. 
Bush hasn’t helped himself by try¬ 
ing to go the Bill Clinton route 
and play the word game. First he 
declared himself drug-free for at 
least the past seven years. When 
pushed by reporters last week, he 
then proclaimed himself drug- 
free for the past 25 years. “Not 
only could I pass the background 
check and the standards applied 
to today’s White House, but I 
could have passed the background 
check and the standards applied 
on the most stringent conditions 
when my dad was president,” 
Bush declared. That period would 
extend back to 1974, meaning a 
15-year background when George 
Bush was president, would have 
put George W. in his late 20s, 
since the senior Bush served as 
president from 1989 to 1993. Be¬ 
yond that time period, George W. 
simply says he will not discuss the 
issue - leaving more unanswered 
questions than answers. “Over 20 
years ago, I did some things that - 
when I was young, I made some 
mistakes, and that’s all I intend to 
say about it,” Bush now says, and 
his aides say he will not discuss it 
further. 

Will the question simply go 
away if George W. continues to 
dodge it? The 53-year-old GOP 
hopeful is beginning to sound 
more like Clinton by the day and 
his carefully crafted responses to 
the cocaine question seem to only 


be drawing intense new focus to 
the issue. Interestingly enough, it 
appears not to be the Democrats 
who have pushed the issue, but re¬ 
portedly, the campaigns of Bush’s 
fellow Republicans, Steve Forbes 
and Gary Bauer. Could this be 
one of those “bumps in the high¬ 
way” that derail the Bush band¬ 
wagon? Could one of the other 
GOP candidates, Forbes or even 
Senator John McCain, eventual¬ 
ly beat out the high-flying Bush 
by a nose at the July 2000 nomi¬ 
nating convention? Could the 
moniker that he is being called 
now in some circles, “Snortin’ 
George” follow him all the way to 
Philadelphia next year? I hope 
not. I’m no fan of George 
W. - the guy is most 
likely a hypocrite in 
that thousands are sit¬ 
ting in Texas jails for 
cocaine use, especial¬ 
ly since Bush became 
governor. The last 
thing this country 
needs is anoth¬ 
er president 
who can’t an¬ 
swer a ques¬ 
tion without playing the word 
game; eight years of Clinton will 
be plenty for most Americans. 
George W.’s campaign handlers 
had better hope the guy doesn’t 
get a sniffling head cold for the 
next year and a half; the questions 
might start up again. 



George Shultz 


Politics and people 

I’ve talked with a lot of politi¬ 
cians of both parties in the years I 
have cranked out this column, 
and one of the most interesting 
still has to be George Shultz, the 
secretary of state in Ronald Rea¬ 
gan’s administration. I’ve met 
Shultz before but had the oppor¬ 
tunity to have a rather lengthy, 
very pleasant chat with Shultz re¬ 
cently at a party given by his wife, 
Charlotte Mailliard Shultz, the 
city’s chief or protocol, at a Gi- 
ants-Expos baseball game. A 
staunch Republican, Shultz is a 
foreign policy advisor to the 
George W. Bush campaign. A 
thoroughly enjoyable gentleman, 
Shultz has to be one of the most 
brilliant political minds I have 
ever spoken with, and a heck of a 
nice guy. Secretary Shultz, inci¬ 
dentally, was among the first 
high-profile Republicans to urge 
his GOP friends in the Senate to 
confirm James Hormel as am¬ 
bassador to Luxembourg. 

Speaking of Republicans, an 
anti-gay group at the recent Iowa 
Straw Poll got the following Re¬ 
publican presidential candidates 


to sign a pledge to oppose allow¬ 
ing gays to adopt children and to 
oppose other rights for gays, in¬ 
cluding promoting the rights of 
groups like the Boy Scouts to ex¬ 
clude homosexuals: former veep 
Dan Quayle, radio host Alan 
Keyes, Forbes, TV commentator 
Patrick Buchanan, Bauer, and 
Utah Senator Orrin Hatch. 

Back to Texas: Bush, who op¬ 
poses most gay rights, including 
gay adoption, and opposed hate 
crimes legislation in Texas that 
would include protection for gays, 
approached the desk of Texas’ 
only openly gay legislator, state 
Representative Glen Maxey (D- 
Austin), and tried to explain his 
anti-gay feelings. Said Maxey: “He 
put his hands on my shoulders 
and he pulled me in where almost 
our noses were touching and he 
says to me, ‘I value you as a per¬ 
son and I value you as a human 
being, and I want you to know, 
Glen, that what I say publicly 
about gay people doesn’t pertain 
to you.’” Maxey replied, “When 
you say a gay person is not fit to 
be a parent, that’s real personal.” 

Learning fast: Green Party As¬ 
semblywoman Audie Bock, one 
of those who has often attacked 
“politics as usual” when it comes 
to campaign fundraising, seems to 
be learning the ways of Sacra¬ 
mento quickly; Bock hosted a 
$l,000-a-person fundraiser for 
herself in the capital this week. 

So now we know why former 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich, 
he of the “Family Values” Repub¬ 
lican Party, was so strangely quiet 
on Clinton’s infamous Oval Office 
philandering with Monica 
Lewinsky. It seems Gingrich was 
having a long-term affair himself 
behind his wife’s back at the same 
time Clinton was “not having sex¬ 
ual relations with that woman.” 

Next year’s district elections of 
supervisors should be a real cir¬ 
cus; numerous “serious” candi¬ 
dates, most of whose names I’ve 
already forgotten, have told me 
they will be running in one dis¬ 
trict or another. 

Meanwhile, Los Angeles voters 
might want to note that when I 
asked Assembly Speaker Antonio 
Villaraigosa at the Alice B. Tok- 
las Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club’s gay pride breakfast if he’s 
running for mayor of that city 
next year, he replied, “I absolutely 
am.” 

Warren Beatty for president? 
Why not? If Sonny Bono can win 
a congressional seat and Jesse 
Ventura can get elected governor 
of Minnesota, hell, the sky is the 
limit. 

What’s with all these Latino 
pastors in the Southland who 
have reportedly signed on with 
the Reverend Lou Sheldon to 
fight gay rights, in particular, the 
right to gay marriages. Wasn’t 
Sheldon the same guy who lined 
up against the state’s Latino vot¬ 
ers by pushing Proposition 187 
while most gay and lesbian groups 
opposed it? The group known as 
La Amistad, which means friend¬ 
ship in Spanish, has reportedly 
even moved into Sheldon’s head¬ 
quarters. “Friendship,” indeed. 

The gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty in the East Bay continues to 
grow and the upcoming Stonewall 
30 event, strongly supported by 
Mayor Jerry Brown will show 
the strength of Oakland’s lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community. ▼

NJ Boy Scouts roundup

A n August 7 Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette editorial lauded the 
New Jersey Supreme Court’s 
decision on the Boy Scouts of 
America, while posing a sharp, in¬ 
cisive challenge to the Scouts. Since 
the First Amendment does permit 
private associations to discriminate 
“for a host of reasons, benign and 
bigoted,” the Post-Gazette asked if 
the Scouts, which argues that it is a 
private organization, “really wants 
to assert a ‘country club’ defense for 
a policy ostracizing young men 
simply because they are homo¬ 
sexual.” The editorial also effec¬ 
tively dismissed the notion that 
parents should be fearful of 
gay scout leaders. 

“Myths die hard, and it 
is a resilient myth that a 
homosexual Boy Scout 
leader (or teacher) must 
be a pedophile. Obvi¬ 
ously, the Boy Scouts 
must be wary of adults 
- married or single, gay 
or straight - who engage in inap¬ 
propriate conversation about sexu¬ 
al matters. But equating homosex¬ 
uals with child molesters is an error 
and an injustice.” The Post-Gazette 
is to be commended for its strong 
editorial voice and the depth of its 
argument.

bigotry, prejudice and discrimina¬ 
tion have no place is this very im¬ 
portant institution.

In its August 6 editorial,

the Journal falls back on a tired, 
long-disproved line of stereotypes. 
That Dale had been, by all ac¬ 
counts, an exceptional Scout and a 
very capable leader clearly debunks 
the notion that sexual orientation 
has anything to do with quality of 
character and leadership. The Jour¬ 
nals position on this matter seems 


to have less to do with addressing 
matters of law and more with sus- 
taining.prejudice.

Rights.” Taking a distinct ap¬ 
proach to evaluating the decision, 
Sincere argues that, although the 
Scouts’ prejudicial policy against 
gay Scout members and leaders is 
wrong, the New Jersey high court 
may have dealt a setback for gay 
rights by further limiting a 
group’s (or a couple’s) right to 
private association. 

Please express your concerns 
over the tone and substance of the 
Journal's editorial, but also thank 
them for including in their cover¬ 
age a different viewpoint from the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community.

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What the Boy Scouts 
didn’t say

A lot has been said by, and 
about, the Boy Scouts of 
America in the aftermath of 
a New Jersey Supreme Court de¬ 
cision ordering the group to 
admit an openly gay scoutmaster. 
But this is one event that may be 
more important for what was not 
said. It appears that we can finally 
hang a “R.I.P.” sign over the once 
culturally and politically powerful 
argument that homosexuals are 
out to molest America’s children. 

Distilled to its essence, the 
New Jersey court decided two 
questions, both vigorously con¬ 
tested by the Boy Scouts. First, the 
court held that the Boy Scouts are 
a “public” group by virtue of hav¬ 
ing a large national membership, 


potent argument for a 
range of discriminatory poli¬ 
cies in situations involving 
children, from anti¬ 
gay adoption laws to 
proposed laws for¬ 
bidding gays from 
serving as schoolteachers. The 
stereotype has been extended to 
support repressive measures not 
directly related to children, such 
as anti-gay marriage and sodomy 
laws, on the theory that any relax¬ 
ation in legal or cultural prohibi¬ 
tions against homosexuality 
would ultimately be dangerous to 
youths. 

Just 15 years ago, at the height 
of the 1984 presidential campaign, 
the Reverend Jerry Falwell warned 
parents that gays “have eyes on 
your children.” “Remember,” Fal¬ 
well said in an infamous fundrais-

non-selective membership crite¬ 
ria, and the support of taxpayer- 
funded facilities in schools and 
the like. 

This distinguishes them from 
smaller, more selective “private” 
associations, like a local gay 
women’s support group or a 
chapter of the Ku Klux Klan. Such 
private groups can continue to 
discriminate by refusing to admit, 
say, men or African Americans. As 
a public association, however, the 
Boy Scouts are subject to state 
laws that forbid discrimination. 

Second, the court held that the 
Boy Scouts’ First Amendment 
rights to freedom of association 
and free speech do not trump the 
state’s interest in eradicating anti¬ 
gay discrimination. 

The Boy Scouts plan to appeal 
the second issue to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. Although it’s al¬ 
ways hazardous to predict what the 
Supreme Court might do with a 
case, or even whether the justices 
will agree to hear it, it seems likely 
the court would reject the Boy 
Scouts’ constitutional arguments. 
In two previous cases involving dis¬ 
crimination by large national orga¬ 
nizations with relatively open 
membership criteria - the Jaycees 
and the Rotary Club - the Supreme 
Court ruled that the groups had to 
admit women in compliance with 
state laws despite their claims that 
those laws interfered with their 
First Amendment rights. 

Whatever the merits of the Boy 
Scouts’ legal arguments, future 
cultural archeologists will search 
the public record in vain for what 
might have been expected to be 
the central issue in a high-profile 
case involving gay men and boys. 
That issue is the old canard that 
gays are likely to molest children 
or somehow “recruit” them into 
homosexuality. 

After all, the precise question 
in the New Jersey case was not 
whether openly gay boys would be 
admitted as Scouts. It was whether 
openly gay adults could serve as 
supervisors of those boys, whose 
ages range between 11 and 17. 

The stereotype of gays as pe¬ 
dophiles has long been the most 


ing letter, “since homosexuals can¬ 
not have children of their own, the 
only way for them to expand their 
ranks is to recruit your children 
and mine.” The letter helped raise 
millions of dollars for Falwell. In 
1986, the state of Georgia relied on 
similar stereotypes of gays as child 
molesters in a successful legal de¬ 
fense of its sodomy law. 

Yet today that argument has 
been so thoroughly discredited 
that the Boy Scouts did not even 
make it in their public and legal ef¬ 
forts to exclude gay scoutmasters. 
As social science studies have re¬ 
peatedly shown, gays are no more 
likely to molest children than are 
straight people. Further, the evi¬ 
dence is clear that homosexuals are 
not created by seduction, recruit¬ 
ment, or example. The large num¬ 
bers of responsible, law-abiding 
gay people who have come out in 
the past two decades have been 


proof enough for many 
Americans that these old 
fears are baseless. 

Instead, the Boy 
Scouts offered only 
the blandest anti-gay 
prejudice that ho¬ 
mosexuality is “immoral.” They 
argued that boys should be 
“clean” and “morally straight” and 
that homosexuality is somehow 
incompatible with these virtues. 
While it’s true the old child-mo¬ 
lester image may have been im¬ 
plicit in the Boy Scouts’ argu¬ 
ments, not long ago it would have 
been unapologetically explicit. 

Paradoxically, allowing openly 
gay men to serve as scoutmasters 
will likely decrease the risk of sex¬ 
ual contact between scouts and 
scoutmasters. This is so for two 
reasons. First, a scoutmaster 
whose homosexual orientation is 
known will probably be under 
greater scrutiny for improper 
contact than one whose homo¬ 
sexuality is repressed or con¬ 
cealed. Second, the social stigma 
that attaches to homosexuality 
will cause boys to avoid intimate 
contact with a self-identified ho¬ 
mosexual. By forcing gay scout¬ 
masters into hiding, the Boy 
Scouts increase the opportunity 
for the very sexual contact they 
justifiably want to avoid. 

So by the time they reached the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, the 
Boy Scouts had at least one of the 
legs of homophobia kicked right 
out from under them. Although 
we’ll continue to see examples of it 
on the fringes of politics, the child- 
molester argument is no longer re¬ 
spectable in polite company. 
Whatever the ultimate outcome of 
the Boy Scouts’ controversy, that is 
a result we can all welcome. ▼

Four overdose on 
GHB at Potrero club

S an Francisco police officers 
responding to a noise com¬ 
plaint at Cafe Cocomo at 
650 Indiana Street in Potrero Hill 
on Monday, August 23 
found four unconscious 
men inside the club, 
apparently victims of 
a GHB (gamma hy¬ 
droxy butyrate acid) 
overdose. 

Police reports

spaces exist to explore things safe¬ 
ly,” said Fiske. “You cannot give up 
responsibility for safety, whether 
you are a bottom or a top.” 

Whether or not there was a 
lack of consent between Dover 
and McKenzie remains unanswer¬ 
able. But statements from the San 
Francisco Police Department’s Sex 
Crimes Unit suggest that incon¬ 
sistencies with Dover’s account 
point to a lack of evidence against 
McKenzie. 

Inspector Donald O’Connor 
with the Sex Crimes Unit told the 
B.A.R. that McKenzie was never 
arrested, just questioned and re¬ 
leased. And while Dover insists 
that he filed charges against 
McKenzie and will proceed with 
the case, O’Connor said no 
charges were filed and the police 
department would not bring 
charges against McKenzie. 

“I talked to Mr. Dover, or 
whatever he’s calling himself these 
days,” O’Connor told the B.A.R. 
“And the department feels there is 
a lack of cooperating evidence to 
charge Mr. McKenzie.” 

McKenzie could not be 
reached for comment, but friends 
of his said he was “deeply hurt” 
and that his reputation had been 
tarnished by the allegations. T

McKenzie then proceeded to bru¬ 
tally attack him, bullwhipping him 
over 150 times, crushing his testi¬ 
cles with a mallet, and ejaculating 
into his sores before announcing he 
was HIV-positive. 

The B.A.R. erroneously report¬ 
ed in the July 29 article that 
McKenzie was arrested and 
charged, when in fact he was not. 


Many in the leather community 
were quick to defend McKenzie once 
the story broke, and discussions on 
the Internet and at local leather bars 
have speculated about the accuracy 
of Dover’s account Dover said these 
speculations are what caused certain 
members of the community to call 
for his resignation. 

“It’s hard to believe the com¬ 
munity wishes to take it this way 
when they’ve seen how badly 
bruised my body was,” said Dover. 

Of course bruising is nothing 
new or unusual in consensual SM 
sex, which is in fact the very prob¬ 
lem with evaluating and prosecut¬ 
ing cases of actual abuse, accord¬ 
ing to Peter Fiske, former chair of 
the 15 Association, a local leather 
club. 

“There has to be a careful bal¬ 
ance between not scapegoating the 
leather community for a rare scene 
gone bad, and not abusing a true 
victim by saying he should have 
expected it,” Fiske told the B.A.R. 
“It comes down to the fact that you 
cannot give consent to an assault.” 

Fiske said the most important 
lesson from the Dover-McKenzie 
incident is that safety comes first.

A systematic review of over 200 medications prescribed to HIV-infected patients was 
performed to identify potential drug interactions with ritonavir.

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported with ritonavir when co-adminis- 
tered with disopyramide, mexiletine, nefazodone, fluoxetine and beta blockers. The possi¬ 
bility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Particular caution should be used when prescribing sildenafil in patients receiving 
NORVIR. Co-administration of NORVIR with sildenafil is expected to substantially 
increase sildenafil concentrations (11-fold increase in AUC) and may result in an increase 
in sildenafil-associated adverse events, including hypotension, syncope, visual changes, 
and prolonged erection, (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions.

Allergic Reactions

Pancreatitis 

Pancreatitis has been observed in patients receiving NORVIR therapy, including those who 
developed hypertriglyceridemia. In some cases fatalities have been observed. Patients with 
advanced HIV disease may be at increased risk of elevated triglycerides and pancreatitis. 

Pancreatitis should be considered if clinical symptoms (nausea, vomiting, abdominal 
pain) or abnormalities in laboratory values (such as increased serum lipase or amylase 
values) suggestive of pancreatitis should occur. Patients who exhibit these signs or symp¬ 
toms should be evaluated and NORVIR therapy should be discontinued if a diagnosis of 
pancreatitis is made. 

Diabetes Mellitus/Hyperglycemia 

New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus, and hyper¬ 
glycemia have been reported during postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients 
receiving protease inhibitor therapy. Some patients required either initiation or dose 
adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents for treatment of these events. In some 
cases, diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who discontinued protease 
inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted in some cases. Because these events have 
been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency cannot be made 
and a causal relationship between protease inhibitor therapy and these events has not 
been established. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Ritonavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised 
when administering this drug to patients with impaired hepatic function (see WARNINGS). 
Resistance/Cross-resistance 

Varying degrees of cross-resistance among protease inhibitors have been observed. Con¬ 
tinued administration of ritonavir therapy following loss of viral suppression may increase 
the likelihood of cross-resistance to other protease inhibitors. 

Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas 
and hemarthrosis, in patients with hemophilia type A and B treated with protease 
inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was given. In more than half of the 
reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or reintroduced. A 
causal relationship has not been established. 

Fat Redistribution 

Redistribution/accumulation of body fat including central obesity, dorsocervical fat 
enlargement (buffalo hump), peripheral wasting, breast enlargement, and "cushingoid 
appearance" have been observed in patients receiving protease inhibitors. The mechanism 
and long-term consequences of these events are currently unknown. A causal relationship 
has not been established. 

Lipid Disorders 

Treatment with NORVIR therapy alone or in combination with saquinavir has resulted in 
substantial increases in the concentration of total triglycerides and cholesterol. Triglyc¬ 
eride and cholesterol testing should be performed prior to initiating NORVIR therapy and 
at periodic intervals during therapy. Lipid disorders should be managed as clinically 
appropriate. See PRECAUTIONS Table 2 for additional information on potential drug inter¬ 
actions with NORVIR and HMG CoA reductase inhibitors. 

Information For Patients 

Patients should be informed that NORVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may 
continue to acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of NORVIR are unknown at this time. 
They should be informed that NORVIR therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of 
transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take NORVIR with food, if possible. 

Patients should be informed to take NORVIR every day as prescribed. Patients should 
not alter the dose or discontinue NORVIR without consulting their doctor. If a dose is 
missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. However, if a dose is 
skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

Since NORVIR interacts with some drugs when taken together, patients should be 
advised to report to their doctor the use of any other medications, including prescription 
and nonprescription drugs. 

Patients should be informed that redistribution or accumulation of body fat may occur 
in patients receiving protease inhibitors and that the cause and long-term health effects of 
these conditions are not known at this time. 

Laboratory Tests 

Ritonavir has been shown to increase triglycerides, cholesterol, SGOT (AST), SGPT (ALT), 
GGT, CPK, and uric acid. Appropriate laboratory testing should be performed prior to ini¬ 
tiating NORVIR therapy and at periodic intervals or if any clinical signs or symptoms 
occur during therapy. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alter¬ 
ations associated with nucleoside analogues, physicians should refer to the complete 
product information for each of these drugs. 

Drug Interactions 

Ritonavir has been found to be an inhibitor of cytochrome P450 3A (CYP3A) both in vitro 
and in vivo. Agents that are extensively metabolized by CYP3A and have high first pass 
metabolism appear to be the most susceptible to large increases in AUC (>3-fold) when 
co-administered with ritonavir. Ritonavir also inhibits CYP2D6 to a lesser extent. Co¬ 
administration of substrates of CYP2D6 with ritonavir could result in increases (up to 2- 
fold) in the AUC of the other agent, possibly requiring a proportional dosage reduction. 
Ritonavir also appears to induce CYP3A as well as other enzymes, including glucurono- 
syl transferase, CYP1A2, and possibly CYP2C9.

Post-Marketing Experience with Drugs Listed in Table 2 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported when ritonavir has been co-adminis- 
tered with disopyramide, mexiletine, nefazodone, fluoxetine, and beta blockers. The pos¬ 
sibility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of ritonavir in animal systems have not been completed. 
However, ritonavir was not mutagenic or clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo 
assays including bacterial reverse mutation (Ames) using S. typhimurium and £ coli, mouse 
lymphoma, mouse micronucleus, and chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes. 

Pregnancy, Fertility, and Reproduction 

Pregnancy Category B: Ritonavir produced no effects on fertility in rats at drug exposures 
approximately 40% (male) and 60% (female) of that achieved with the proposed thera¬ 
peutic dose. Higher dosages were not feasible due to hepatic toxicity. 

No treatment-related malformations were observed when ritonavir was administered 
to pregnant rats or rabbits. Developmental toxicity observed in rats (early resorptions, 
decreased fetal body weight and ossification delays and developmental variations) 
occurred at a maternally toxic dosage at an exposure equivalent to approximately 30% of 
that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. A slight increase in the incidence of 
ciyptorchidism was also noted in rats at an exposure approximately 22% of that achieved 
with the proposed therapeutic dose. 

Developmental toxicity observed in rabbits (resorptions, decreased litter size and 
decreased fetal weights) also occurred at a maternally toxic dosage equivalent to 
1.8 times the proposed therapeutic dose based on a body surface area conversion factor. 

There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. 
Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, this 
drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether this drug is excreted in human milk. Because 
many drugs are excreted in human milk, caution should be exercised when ritonavir is 
administered to a nursing woman. However, the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid 
postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be infected. 

Pediatric Use 

The safety and pharmacokinetic profile of ritonavir in pediatric patients below the age of 
2 years have not been established. In HIV-infected patients age 2 to 16 years, the adverse 
event profile seen during a clinical trial and postmarketing experience was similar to that 
for adult patients. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of ritonavir in pediatric patients 
in clinical trials is ongoing. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of NORVIR alone and in combination with nucleoside analogues was studied 
in 1270 patients. Table 3 lists treatment-emergent adverse events (at least possibly 
related and of at least moderate intensity) that occurred in 2% or greater of patients 
receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with nucleosides in Study 245 or Study 247 
and in combination with saquinavir in ongoing Study 462. The most frequently reported 
clinical adverse events, other than asthenia, among patients receiving NORVIR were gas¬ 
trointestinal and neurological disturbances including nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, 
anorexia, abdominal pain, taste perversion, and circumoral and peripheral paresthesias. 
Similar adverse event profiles were reported in patients receiving ritonavir in other trials.

Adverse events occurring in less than 2% of patients receiving NORVIR in all phase 
ll/phase III studies and considered at least possibly related or of unknown relationship to 
treatment and of at least moderate intensity are listed below by body system. 

Body as a Whole: Abdomen enlarged, accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, 
cachexia, chest pain, chills, facial edema, facial pain, flu syndrome, hormone level altered, 
hypothermia, kidney pain, neck pain, neck rigidity, pelvic pain, photosensitivity reaction, 
and substernal chest pain. 

Cardiovascular System: Cardiovascular disorder, cerebral ischemia, cerebral venous 
thrombosis, hypertension, hypotension, migraine, myocardial infarct, palpitation, periph¬ 
eral vascular disorder, phlebitis, postural hypotension, tachycardia and vasospasm. 

Digestive System: Abnormal stools, bloody diarrhea, cheilitis, cholestatic jaundice, 
colitis, dry mouth, dysphagia, eructation, esophageal ailcer, esophagitis, gastritis, gas¬ 
troenteritis, gastrointestinal disorder, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, gingivitis, hepatic 
coma, hepatitis, hepatomegaly, hepatosplenomegaly, ileus, liver damage, melena, mouth 
ulcer, pancreatitis, pseudomembranous colitis, rectal disorder, rectal hemorrhage, 
sialadenitis, stomatitis, tenesmus, thirst, tongue edema, and ulcerative colitis. 

Endocrine System: Adrenal cortex insufficiency and diabetes mellitus. 

Hemic and Lymphatic System: Acute myeloblastic leukemia, anemia, ecchymosis, 
leukopenia, lymphadenopathy, lymphocytosis, myeloproliferative disorder, and thrombo¬ 
cytopenia. 

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: Albuminuria, alcohol intolerance, avitaminosis, 
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BUN increased, dehydration, edema, enzymatic abnormality, glycosuria, gout, hypercho¬ 
lesteremia, peripheral edema, and xanthomatosis. 

Musculoskeletal System: Arthritis, arthrosis, bone disorder, bone pain, extraocular palsy, 
joint disorder, leg cramps, muscle cramps, muscle weakness, myositis, and twitching. 

Nervous System: Abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, aphasia, 
ataxia, coma, convulsion, dementia, depersonalization, diplopia, emotional lability, eupho¬ 
ria, grand mal convulsion, hallucinations, hyperesthesia, hyperkinesia, hypesthesia, inco¬ 
ordination, libido decreased, manic reaction, nervousness, neuralgia, neuropathy, 
paralysis, peripheral neuropathic pain, peripheral neuropathy, peripheral sensory neu¬ 
ropathy, personality disorder, sleep disorder, speech disorder, stupor, subdural 
hematoma, tremor, urinary retention, vertigo, and vestibular disorder. 

Respiratory System: Asthma, bronchitis, dyspnea, epistaxis, hiccup, hypoventilation, 
increased cough, interstitial pneumonia, larynx edema, lung disorder, rhinitis, and sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Acne, contact dermatitis, dry skin, eczema, erythema multi¬ 
forme, exfoliative dermatitis, folliculitis, fungal dermatitis, furunculosis, maculopapular 
rash, molluscum contagiosum, onychomycosis, pruritus, psoriasis, pustular rash, sebor¬ 
rhea, skin discoloration, skin disorder, skin hypertrophy, skin melanoma, urticaria, and 
vesiculobullous rash. 

Special Senses: Abnormal electro-oculogram, abnormal electroretinogram, abnormal 
vision, amblyopia/blurred vision, blepharitis, conjunctivitis, ear pain, eye disorder, eye 
pain, hearing impairment, increased cerumen, iritis, parosmia, photophobia, taste loss, 
tinnitus, uveitis, visual field defect, and vitreous disorder. 

Urogenital System: Acute kidney failure, breast pain, cystitis, dysuria, hematuria, 
impotence, kidney calculus, kidney failure, kidney function abnormal, kidney pain, men¬ 
orrhagia, penis disorder, polyuria, urethritis, urinary frequency, urinary tract infection, and 
vaginitis. 

Post-Marketing Experience: 

There have been postmarketing reports of seizure. Cause and effect relationship has not 
been established. 

Dehydration, usually associated with gastrointestinal symptoms, and sometimes result¬ 
ing in hypotension, syncope, or renal insufficiency has been reported. Syncope, orthostatic 
hypotension, and renal insufficiency have also been reported without known dehydration. 

Redistribution/accumulation of body fat has been reported (see PRECAUTIONS, Fat 
Redistribution). There have been reports of increased bleeding in patients with hemo¬ 
philia A or B (see PRECAUTIONS, Hemophilia). 

Laboratory Abnormalities 

Table 4 shows the percentage of patients who developed marked laboratory abnormalities.

OVERDOSAGE 
Acute Overdosage 

Human Overdose Experience: Human experience of acute overdose with NORVIR is limited. 
One patient in clinical trials took NORVIR 1500 mg/day for two days. The patient reported 
paresthesias which resolved after the dose was decreased. A post-marketing case of renal 
failure with eosinophilia has been reported with ritonavir overdose. 

The approximate lethal dose was found to be greater than 20 times the related human 
dose in rats and 10 times the related human dose in mice. 

Management of Overdosage 

Treatment of overdose with NORVIR consists of general supportive measures including 
monitoring of vital signs and observation of the clinical status of the patient. There is no 
specific antidote for overdose with NORVIR. If indicated, elimination of unabsorbed drug 


should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage; usual precautions should be observed to 
maintain the airway. Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid in 
removal of unabsorbed drug. Since ritonavir is extensively metabolized by the liver and 
is highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to be beneficial in significant removal of the 
drug. A Certified Poison Control Center should be consulted for up-to-date information 
on the management of overdose with NORVIR.

Gays get brief respite 
from Phelps’s website

F or three brief, joyous days 
the realm of cyberspace was 
cleansed of the abomination 
known as www.godhatesfags.com, 
the anti-gay (and seemingly anti- 
everything) website operated by 
homophobe numero uno the 
Reverend Fred Phelps. But alas, 
the blight is back upon the land. 

The website was either 
“hacked” or the Phelps clan failed 
to pay its renewal to the Internic, 
the registry for web domain 
names. An anonymous source 
alerted the owners of 
GodLovesFags.com with a mes¬ 
sage on August 17. It read in part, 
“pay close attention to the god- 
hatesfags.com Internic informa¬ 
tion over the next several days.” 

The next day, at approximate¬ 
ly 4 p.m. Eastern time, the good 
fags received verification from the 
Internic that the evil address had 
been transferred to them. “From 
the appearance of the headers on 
the authentication e-mail, the 
transfer was both authentic and 
legal,” wrote GodLovesFags.com 
in explaining what happened. 


They immediately rerouted traf¬ 
fic from the newly acquired prop¬ 
erty to their site, which was estab¬ 
lished in March. It’s purpose is to 
serve as a resource “to share a mes¬ 
sage of God’s love with people who 
have traditionally been inundated 
with a message of hate,” and to pro¬ 
vide links to other information. 

News of the switch spread like 
lightning across the Internet as fag 
told dyke told bi told queer, and 
each seemed to post it on a bul¬ 
letin board. Soon the guest book 
was filling with comments like: 
“Whoever hacked the most re¬ 
volting website on earth deserves 
a Congressional Medal of Honor! 
Someone get Bill Clinton on the 
phone ...” Jason. 

Ann wrote, “A day without 
Phred is like a day without olives 
and tuna covered in chocolate 
mint sauce. You’re wonderful.” 

Of course, not all visitors 
agreed. Fag Hater left this tasteful 
reminder, “Turn from your 
wicked lives before it is too late. 
Why was Sodom destroyed? Be¬ 
cause of its sin of its homosexual¬ 
ity. Turn or burn.” 

But the blackout of bigotry 
came to an end all too soon. On 


the evening of August 20 the own¬ 
ers of GodLovesFags.com posted 
notice that their Internet 
provider’s uplink had pressured 
them to cease the rerouting and 
return control of the domain 
name to Phelps. 

“As much as we dislike Mr. 
Phelps and his preaching, we real¬ 
ize if we took away his main web¬ 
site, our site’s purpose would be di¬ 
luted.” Still, there was a lag for the 
rerouting to fully take effect and the 
interim screen allowing access to 
both sites was up for the weekend. 

Once again one could read the 
beatitudes of Fred Phelps. ‘“GOD 
HATES FAGS’ - though elliptical 
- is a profound theological state¬ 
ment, which the world needs to 
hear more than it needs oxygen, 
water and bread.” The site has reg¬ 
istered nearly a million hits. 

Clicking on a picture of 
Matthew Shepard brought a 
screen of the dead young man 
with animated flames dancing 
around him. Click on “Matthew’s 
message from hell” and, when the 
audio file finishes downloading, a 
voice screams, “For God’s sake lis¬ 
ten to Phelps!!!” Things were back 
to “normal.” ▼ 


Stop AIDS Project presents forum 
for black gay and bisexual men Friday

J ' I African American gay and 
Jr H bisexual men living in the 
age of AIDS takes place this Fri¬ 
day, August 27, in San Francisco 
and is the first in a groundbreak¬ 
ing nine-month workshop series 
by and for black gay and bisexual 
men presented by the Stop AIDS 
Project. 

“Our Love: The Series” is the 
name of the continuing work¬ 
shop. Friday’s forum is entitled 
“On the Tip of My Tongue: Re¬ 
membering Black Gay and Bisex¬ 
ual Men Lost to AIDS,” and will 


feature singers Blackberri and 
Cedric Brown, along with poets 
tim’m t. west and Marvin K. 
Smith. All will perform as part of 
a special evening that speaks from 
the black gay and bisexual men’s 
experience. The event is spon¬ 
sored by Whazzup magazine, the 
Names Project AIDS Memorial 
Quilt, and 360° Soul. 

James Nguyen, communica¬ 
tions director for the Stop AIDS 
Project, said that for the first time, 
Stop AIDS has geared a forum 
specifically to black gay and bisex¬ 
ual men, not public health spe¬ 
cialists or clinical providers. Par¬ 
ticipants will talk to each other 
about issues most important to 


the black gay community. 

“We are providing a space 
where they can honor and respect 
the unique cultural experiences of 
black people and use these expe¬ 
riences to talk about many real 
concerns, including the increase 
in HIV among African American 
gay and bi men,” Nguyen said. 

African Americans, who ac¬ 
count for only 13 percent of the 
U.S. population, are dispropor¬ 
tionately affected by AIDS 3 to 1 
over gay white men. Last year, 
Donna Shalala, secretary of U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, declared 
HIV/AIDS as a public health

HIV+ liver transplant 
patient doing well

< ; ; s lan Hext, an HIV-positive 

M man who received a liver 
i transplant in December 
1998 in Pennsylvania, continues to 
thrive. Hext, a California native, 
was forced to fly to Pittsburgh for 
a liver transplant because MediCal 
refused to pay for the procedure in 
California. Hext was able to obtain 
Medicare reimbursement for a 
Pittsburgh transplant. At the time 
Hext decided to go to Pittsburgh, a 
new protocol for liver transplant 
was in development at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco 
(UCSF), but it was languishing 
with no funding. 

Since the transplant, Hext’s 
health has been watched closely by 
transplant researchers, immunol¬ 
ogists, and AIDS activists 
alike. “The longer I live, the 
more likely it will be 
that others with HIV ( 
can get organ trans¬ 
plants in the future,” 

Hext said during a recent 
interview at his Palm 
Springs home. Hext, whose 
present appearance 
could be called a “pic¬ 
ture of health,” is ro¬ 
bust and energetic. 

Through this last winter and early 
spring, he experienced a slow but 
steady recovery. In May, Hext’s he¬ 
patitis C returned with a 
vengeance and began to attack his 
new liver. His hep C viral load sky¬ 
rocketed and his liver enzymes 
went out of control. Hext started 
feeling very poorly and began to 
lose weight. His doctors immedi¬ 
ately began treating him with 
combination Interferon and Rib¬ 
avirin therapy. Within three 
weeks, Hext’s liver functions 
began to normalize and his hep C 
viral load fell to undetectable lev¬ 
els. “At first the drugs made me 
feel awful. But after I got used to

them, I noticed my appetite and 
energy returned,” recalled Hext. 

Hext’s bout with hep C and his 
subsequent recovery marks an im¬ 
portant milestone in HIV 
organ transplantation re¬ 
search. One of the pri¬ 
mary reasons for deny¬ 
ing HIV patients 
transplants has been 
the fear that an HIV and 
anti-rejection drug-sup¬ 
pressed immune sys¬ 
tem would not be 
able to stave off new 
infections, such as a 
hep C flare up. Hext’s case has 
proven that an asymptomatic 
HIV-positive patient’s immune 
system undergoing protease cock¬ 
tail therapy can be competent 
enough to function after trans¬ 
plant and cyclosporin-like drugs. 


Another HIV-positive liver trans¬ 
plant patient has survived for near¬ 
ly two years without major inci¬ 
dent. Many other AIDS diagnosed 
liver transplant patients from be¬ 
fore the age of new HIV cocktail 
therapies have not survived. 

Anyone who meets Hext would 
immediately see how vital and 
alive he is. He is a good-looking, 
solidly built man in his mid-40s - 
not the image of a liver failure or 
AIDS patient. Hext’s story is one 
of incredible will and survival. A 
year ago he had given up all hope 


for a transplant in California and 
was desperately looking to Pitts¬ 
burgh for help. At the time of 
transplant, Hext fell for his then- 
boyfriend’s sister and evidently 
planted his seed. He was not plan¬ 
ning to survive. “I thought I was 
going to die, so I married her,” he 
said. “Now I am about to become 
the father of a new baby boy. I am 
gay, but I want to have a family 
just the same. Who would believe 
my story, if they read it in a book?” 
Hext wondered. 

Recently, Hext sent a note along 
with a picture of himself, to a San 
Francisco community advisory 
board (CAB) that currently advises 
UCSF researchers on HIV liver and 
kidney transplantation. CAB mem¬ 
bers passed around Hext’s card and 
smiled as UCSF HIV physician 
Michelle Roland and UCSF organ 
transplant surgeon, Dr. Peter Stock 
unveiled a semi-final HIV organ 
transplant protocol draft last week. 
The latest protocol calls for up to 
10 kidney and liver transplants to 
take place with patients who have 
greater than a nadir (all time low 
count) of 200 CD4 cells and no 
previous AIDS defining oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. CAB members 
agreed that since there were plenty 
of patients waiting for organs that 
met this criteria, it would be best to 
start with healthier patients first. It 
is hoped that healthy HIV asymp¬ 
totic patients will have a much bet¬ 
ter survival rate. Liver transplant 
survival rates are about 8 in 10 for 
normal HIV-negative patients. 
CAB members agreed that the 
higher the HIV-positive patient 


survival rate, the more likely it will 
be for medical insurance payment 
and HIV inclusion in future trans¬ 
plants. Unfortunately, patients with 
low CD4 numbers or progressed 
AIDS will be turned away for now. 
This decision was not taken lightly 
by the group. 

The UCSF protocol is expect¬ 
ed to be finished and approved by 
October. Since Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
was able to get funding for the re¬ 
search in this year’s state budget, 
it is likely that the first transplants 
will be ready to take place as or¬ 
gans become available in the com¬ 
ing year. There is a waiting list al¬ 
ready and researchers are hoping 
that other new patients can wait 
until other sites begin transplants 
possibly next year. In September, 
organ transplant researchers and 
activists will participate in an all¬ 
day workshop at the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health (NIH). It is 
hoped that a national multi-site 
research proposal will come out of 
this meeting. With the NIH fund¬ 
ing a multi-site transplant proto¬ 
col, patients chances for receiving 
vital organ transplants will in¬ 
crease dramatically. 

It appears that an avenue is 
slowly opening for people with 
HIV to live more normal lives. 
The future will also include par¬ 
ticipation in previously forbidden 
medical procedures. Hopefully 
upcoming patients will have 
strength and tenacity like Alan 
Hext, so that the door to trans¬ 
plant equality remains open. T

M y kitchen is blue and yel¬ 
low; Cub Scout colors. My 
favorite scarf, which I 
never wear, since it would confuse 
even the hardiest hanky queens, is 
also blue and yellow. 

Wearing the uniform to grade 
school once in a while was cool. 
The little cap sometimes got 
knocked off my head, but 
it was in fun, and the 
other boys who wore the 
little blue and yellow shirts 
on special days could al¬ 
ways be counted on for 
bringing magnifying glasses to 
inspect ants on the 
playground, or know 
some fact about Na¬ 
tive American culture. 

While not the most 
popular, we were 
among the more interesting, or 
interested, of kids. 

The first time the Webelos met 
we learned about knots.

I 
wasn’t big on sewing, although I 
did learn about it when I had to tag 
along for a few of my sister’s Girl 
Scout activities, since my mom was 
a troop leader for a few years. 

The next time my Webelos met, 
we learned how to make a fire the 
classy way, in a little pit surround¬ 
ed by rocks, a tripod of sticks with 
rolled-up newspapers underneath. 
Greg Barnstead’s mom taught us 
how to start one without matches, 


which took a while, but was pretty 
amazing. The week after that, 
Danny Humerkeiser got caught 
trying to start one in a barn, but it 
was too dewy, since it was morn¬ 
ing, so he never did it, but he got 
grounded anyway. 

Another time we learned all 
the different kinds of trees there 
are, collecting leaves along a trail, 
but when some boys went off to 
play doctor, I declined, knowing 
even then that it 
meant more to me 
than it did to them. 
Other times, when it 
rained, we played with shad¬ 
ow puppets we made out of 
cardboard, or made s’mores, 
or maps of the world 
out of beans and glue. 
At recess, we had se¬ 
cret jokes that only 
other Cub Scouts told. 
In winter we had 
snowman-building contests, and 
that’s about the only time I got 
competitive, since I knew not only 
the basics of architecture from my 
dad, but a bit of flair from my art 
books. I think I got a patch for that. 

Oh yeah, we made those balsa 
wood race cars, too.

Seeds of love 

As the Boy Scouts of America 
faces the challenge of coming out 
to itself, the group is launching a 
study to find out what makes a 
person gay. 

The Providence Journal-Bulletin 
in Rhode Island reports that al2- 
member cabal, er panel, is going to 
spend the next year reviewing “the 
scientific and medical basis for the 
determination of sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” After the study, Scout offi¬ 
cials say, they will determine 
whether the Boy Scout member¬ 
ship policy should be based on sex¬ 
ual orientation or instead on stan¬ 
dards of sexual behavior. 

Also in Rhode Island, a scout¬ 
master who used the photograph 
of gay Scout James Dale for target 
practice was fired earlier this 
month. Dale is the Scout who 
won a landmark New Jersey court 
case August 4, which said the Boy 
Scouts of America cannot exclude 
gay men from being Scouts or 
scout leaders. Boy Scout sources 
said the unidentified Rhode Is¬ 
land scoutmaster was dismissed 
from Camp Yawgoog August 5 
after the incident. 

Wouldn’t it be great if Scout 
officials were more concerned 
about the cause of a scoutmaster 
shooting a gun at a picture of a 
queer than whether he’s queer?

This is the second incident at 
the camp in Rockville, Rhode Is¬ 
land, related to the New Jersey 
case.

Scout leaders 
later gave him his job back after 
the boys in the troop took a stand 
and said, “Enough.” 

In Chicago, it took the ACLU 
of Illinois to fight back for Mr. 
Keith Richardson, a former Eagle 
Scout. 

“The courts will no longer tol¬ 
erate the Boy Scouts’ discrimina¬ 
tory practices based on sexual ori¬ 
entation. It is time for the Boy 
Scouts to bring a voluntary end to 
these practices and to embrace the 


most important values we can 
share with young people - toler¬ 
ance and inclusion,” said Roger 
Leishman, director of the 
ACLU/Roger Baldwin Founda¬ 
tion Gay and Lesbian 
Rights/AIDS and Civil Liberties 
Project. The group continues to 
take on the Scouting cabal, er or¬ 
ganization, in the courts. 

The motto of the Scouts is “Be 
prepared for the 21st century.” 
The leaders of the Scouts had bet¬ 
ter be prepared for a lot more law¬ 
suits if they don’t park their big¬ 
otry and get Y2Q compliant. 

Here in the Bay Area, it took 
straight teenager Steven Cozza to 
fight the army of Scout rulers who 
cannot get their heads out of their 
asses and come to terms with the 
proven fact that their entire orga¬ 
nization was started by a homo. 

On a recent camping trip, be¬ 
fore I had even a chance to at¬ 
tempt setting up my new tent, I 
was helped by two gay guys whose 
skills were so deft it was ready in 
two minutes.

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Queer teen women experience 
more pregnancy, abuse, study says

N ew research reported by the 
Alan Guttmacher Institute 
indicates that lesbian and 
bisexual teenage women are more 
likely to have been pregnant and 
to have experienced physical or 
sexual abuse than their heterosex¬ 
ual peers. The study, entitled “Sex¬ 
ual Intercourse, Abuse and Preg¬ 
nancy Among Adolescent 
Women: Does Sexual Orientation 
Make a Difference?” was conduct¬ 
ed by researchers at the Universi¬ 
ty of Minnesota and reported in 
the May/June 1999 issue of Fami¬ 
ly Planning Perspectives. 

The results showed that les¬ 
bian and female bisexual students 
engaged in similar rates of sexual 
intercourse compared to hetero¬ 
sexual teens (33 percent for the 
queer women and 29 percent for 
the heterosexual women), but 
were significantly more likely to 
have been pregnant (12 percent 
for the queer women, 5 percent 
for the straight women, and 6 per¬ 
cent for women who were unsure 
of their sexual orientation). The 
analysis included 3,816 female 
public school students between 
the ages of 12 and 19 who com¬ 
pleted the 1987 Minnesota Ado¬ 
lescent Health Survey. One hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two (5 percent) 
of the respondents identified as 
lesbian or bisexual, 1,881 (49 per¬ 


cent) identified as heterosexual, 
and 1,753 (46 percent) were un¬ 
sure of their orientation. The 
study did not report results bro¬ 
ken out to compare lesbian and 
bisexual women. 

Nineteen percent of the queer 
teens reported physical abuse, 
compared to 12 percent of the 
heterosexual women and 11 per¬ 
cent of those who were unsure. 
Sexual abuse was reported by 22 
percent of the lesbian and bi re¬ 
spondents, 15 percent of the 
straight teens, and 13 percent of 
those who said they were unsure. 

Principal investigator Eliza¬ 
beth Saewyc indicated that the 
study’s results were not unexpect¬ 
ed. “A lot of research in the last 
couple of decades has document¬ 
ed that lesbian and bisexual girls 
- like gay and bisexual boys - ap¬ 
pear to have a higher prevalence 
of physical and sexual abuse,” she: 
said. Saewyc said that it was un¬ 
clear whether the youths experi¬ 
enced the abuse as a result of 
coming out as gay, lesbian, or bi¬ 
sexual, or whether the abuse oc¬ 
curred before they came out. The 
study authors suggested that the 
higher rate of pregnancy among 
the young queer women may be a 
direct result of their higher rates 
of sexual abuse, incest, and rape. 
They also speculated that some 
lesbian and bi teens may engage in 
heterosexual intercourse and be¬ 
come pregnant in an attempt to 


convince themselves and others 
that they are straight. 

The study also indicated that 6 
percent of lesbian and bisexual 
young women compared to less 
than 1 percent of heterosexual 
teens had engaged in prostitution. 
This may be due in part to the fact 
that queer teens are more likely to 
leave home and must support 
themselves on the streets. Results 
of this study showed that nearly 
12 percent of lesbian and bi teen 
women had recently run away

ter on this item. The head was lay¬ 
ing near one wall which was total¬ 
ly made up of book shelves.” 

The highest bloodstain on the 
book shelves observed by this re¬ 
porter was only about three feet off 
the floor. The bloodstained books 
that were removed came from the 
lower shelves of the book case. The 
blood splatter evidence seems to 
indicate that Bodfish was struck 
once or several times while he was 
already down and lying next to the 
bookshelf. Forensic experts say 
that the first blow to the head is 
unlikely to cause blood to splatter. 
Bodfish may have been taken 
down by the first or second hit and 
then beaten to death while he was 
lying helplessly on the floor.

n rt museums rarely mount shows which 
focus on writers. But the Museum of 
Contemporary Art (MOCA) in Los An¬ 
geles has done just that with In Memory 
of My Feelings: Frank O’Hara and Amer¬ 
ican Art. On view at the museum’s California 
Plaza facility at 250 South Grand Avenue until 
November 14, it explores the interaction be¬ 
tween the New York poet/playwright/ critic and 
his many artist friends, 26 of them represented 
by over 100 works. 

O’Hara, who was born in 1926 and died in a 
tragic beach accident on Fire Island in 1966, has 
long been a legendary figure in the art world. He 
was also intensely devoted to the people who 


made up that world, and they returned his de¬ 
votion. O’Hara’s personal and aesthetic involve¬ 
ment with them rivals that of the French poet 
Apollinaire with Picasso and his circle nearly a 
century ago. In both cases, ideas grew and pros¬ 
pered. Still, it’s the speed with which O’Hara 
lived that makes him look absolutely contempo¬ 
rary today. He was, after all, stubbornly urban, 
stubbornly gay and always alive to the new. Cu¬ 
rator Russell Ferguson’s show manages to ex¬ 
plore each of these aspects in depth. 

Certainly, O’Hara’s decision “to live as vari¬ 
ously as possible” is apparent here. But what ex¬ 
actly does that mean? Well, for one, close working 
relationships with many different kinds of artists 


doing different kinds of work (and you thought 
pluralism was a new trend?). Each often ended 
up inspiring the other. O’Hara’s book of poems 
Odes (1960) is a case in point. Done with Michael 
Goldberg, these silkscreen and letterpress prints 
on paper — the poet writes and the artist impro¬ 
vises — are elegant and dramatic, and seem to 
bear out O’Hara’s contention, in the Odes, that 
“music must die but poetry is silent joy.” 

O’Hara’s 1958 collaboration with Larry Rivers 
— who was one of his famous lovers — Stones 
has a mostly primitive, slapdash look, while the 
“automatic” poems he wrote for Norman 
Bluhm’s untitled series of equally automatic

Custer’s first symphony 

Sounds Like Art opens at Yerba Buena Center

O ver the phone, clarinetist/compos¬ 
er Beth Custer reveals a slow, husky 
delivery and a tendency to restart 
her sentences midway. From her 
website at www.bethcuster.com, I down¬ 
load the musical equivalent. Snippets from 
Custer’s 15-year run with the Club Foot 
Orchestra and her bands Trance Mission 
and 80 Mile Beach sound slow and sexy. 
Exquisitely if eclectically orchestrated, the 
melodies move irresistibly forward, im¬ 
peded only by dissonant irruptions and 
tantalizing syncopation. 

“I like beautiful melodies with chaos 
going on underneath them,” she confess¬ 
es. “That’s my favorite thing. I love to lis¬ 
ten to Albert Ayler, who writes these very 
beautiful, almost childlike melodies with 


this thundering chaos underneath.” 

Custer, 41, has just written her first 
symphony. Called the Vinculum, it pre¬ 
mieres September 2 at Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts, as part of the series of 
events in their Sounds Like Art show. A 
technical term in both anatomy and 
mathematics, vinculum is Latin for “uni¬ 
fying bond.” How appropriate — the 
work is scored for Western orchestra 
with original instruments made and 
played by artists. 

“The idea of this — it’s a little bit 
corny, but it’s not really corny — is to 
unify the traditional and the experimen¬ 
tal in one room. ‘Vinculum’ is a cool 
word I’d never heard of,” she says, joking 
about her own creative process. “When¬ 
ever I have to do these grant kind of 
things, I read the dictionary until I find a 
cool-looking word. I love to read the Ox¬ 


ford Dictionary.” 

Custer considers the Vinculum Sym¬ 
phony the culmination of many years’ 
work. “My concept is trying to bring to¬ 
gether these two seemingly very different 
worlds — they’re not that different.” Easy 
for her to say. Known primarily as a clar¬ 
inetist (although she also sings, plays 
keyboards and writes lyrics), she started 
working with instrument builders 10 
years ago, people like Oliver DiCicco and 
Chico MacMurtrie, who will be part of 
the symphony’s experimental section. 

Come together 

It was while collaborating with Seat¬ 
tle-based artist Trimpin that Custer had 
her revelation. Having written music for 
Trimpin’s MIDI (musical instrument 
digital interface) -controlled instru 
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“Except it’s wrong. Sometime be¬ 
tween now and then were getting 
that adjusted.” 

What in the world were we 
doing in West Hollywood? After 
we read this week’s cover story 
about the Frank O’Hara show at 
the Museum of Contemporary 
Art (MOCA) in Los Angeles, we 
couldn’t wait to hop a shuttle 
down South to get a look in per¬ 
sons. (We assign these things, 
dearies, that’s why we’re always 
one step ahead of you.) 

Discovering O’Hara’s poetry 
when we were young pups was a 
revelation. (“The editor is delight¬ 
ed 1/ hear his clamor for more/ 
but that is nothing.”) Find 
ing that he was greatly in¬ 
volved with the arts of 
his time and place 
(NYC, ’50s-’60s) in¬ 
spired us. Learning 
about his work as a cu¬ 
rator at MoMA and 
reading his arts criti¬ 
cism was just icing 
on the cake. His 
plays, more poetry 
than drama, were 
given staged readings by his co¬ 
terie of artists and poets, includ¬ 
ing Kenneth Koch and Larry 
Rivers.. And hey, we thought 
model/author Brad Gooch’s 
O’Hara bio, City Poet, was very 
good! (“I am the least difficult of 
men. All I want is boundless 
love.”) 

But enough about book peo¬ 
ple! What about the movie stars 
and glamourpusses you’re dying 
to hear about? We pressed our 
friend the Industry Type over 
curry udon at Mishima restau¬ 
rant — as in deranged homosex¬ 
ual author Yukio? No one could 
tell us. First up on Hollywood lips: 
Selena star Jennifer Lopez and 
major recording artist Puff 
Daddy are being mentioned in 
the same breath together — but 
isn’t the Daddy already spoken 
for? Puff looks buff these days, 
could he be on that Zone diet 
everyone’s doing? That’s the one 
with no carbs allowed after 6 — 
or ever. Could Lopez be far be¬ 
hind? (Behind as in her new, im¬ 
proved butt — it’s tiny!) PD’s 
quite the bodily presence on the 
Sunset Strip right now, as the 
beefy body on a megabillboard 
touting his huge new CD, Forever. 
Meanwhile, Lopez’ brand-new 
video has a jungle motif; our reli¬ 


able source says soon everybody 
will have a jungle motif. 

The low-down on bedroom¬ 
eyed pop music stylist Maxwell, 
who played a sold-out LA house 
packed with industry types, is that 
— he’s tiny! In true Tom 
“Thumb” Cruise syndrome, 
there’s the sex symbol image, and 
then there’s the sex symbol reality.

and its post-AIDS follow-up 
Falsetto land, eventually combined 
into Falsettos, became a popular at¬ 
traction after its Tony Award-win¬ 
ning Broadway run, In Trousers re¬ 
mains something of a novelty. A 
rare chance to experience this no¬ 
table precursor is available in the 
Theatre Rhinoceros Studio, where 
Erinys Productions is offering a 
reasonable interpretation of an 
often rudimentary work. 

What this production is able to 
reveal is an emerging talent strug¬ 
gling to keep up with a fervid 
imagination as it introduces us to 
Marvin, a husband and father 
who sings, “Something is missing 
in my life; I don’t know what it is, 
but I have suspicions.” What it is, 
we soon learn, are men. 

Interweaving flashbacks and 
flights of fancy with Marvin’s un¬ 
folding family crisis, Finn displays 
a distinct talent in his music and 
lyrics, surprising us with unusual 
twists and turns that somehow 
make sense in the end. What is 
missing in In Trousers, and that 
shows up in Falsettos, is a depth of 
character that allows for emotion¬ 
al connections. 

And because we know they 
will become memorable parts of 
Falsettos, we miss seeing, instead 
of only hearing about, Marvin’s 
new boyfriend Whizzer and his 
beloved son Jason. In addition to 
Marvin, the In Trousers ensemble 
is made up three women from his 
life, who serve as a kind of singing 
Greek chorus as the 90-minute

sung-through saga unfolds. 

Though the production has its 
shoestring elements, director 
Zanne Burdick and the cast pro¬ 
vide inventive touches that help 
enliven the proceedings. As Mar¬ 
vin, Nick Hoffa offers a solid voice 
and an appealing if somewhat 
colorless manner. Arwen Ander¬ 
son, as Marvin’s wife, has a quirky 
charm and a serviceable voice that 
is taxed in her big breakdown 
number. Aimee Barile captures an 
adolescent flakiness as Marvin’s 
high school sweetheart, while Mia 
Lobel competently completes the 


cast as the teacher on whom Mar¬ 
vin has a crush. 

In Trousers is really about the 
straight part of an emerging gay 
man’s life. It’s as if Finn was not 
only finding his creative footing 
but also his backbone. But it is a 
creative tale with a happy ending, 
at least for those who have 
marched with the Falsettos. ▼

H || e’s a good-looking, sensi¬ 
tive jock, a trim guy with 
1 1 big hands who has turned 
a failed career in sports into a sur¬ 
prisingly poetic tale of personal 
redemption. 

“Don’t worry,” Scott Barry 
says at the outset of Solo Gig 2 , 
“this isn’t a story about football.” 
But football is certainly a topic in 
Barry’s one-man show that cen¬ 
ters on the few bleak weeks in 
1985 when he was a backup quar¬ 
terback for the San Francisco 
49ers. 

“It was about money and 
fame, and most of all fame,” he 
says of those heady moments after 
was drafted. He didn’t survive 
pre-season, sending him on a long 
and rocky journey that ends in an 
achingly simple moment of 
human contact. 

Barry, who has been pursuing 
a career in the theater for the past 
four years, employs a style remi¬ 
niscent of the blank verse of the 
beat poets as he takes us along his 
brief rise and long fall. With ac¬ 
companiment by bassist Ed Ivey, 
Barry uses rich and evocative im¬ 
agery, finding new ways to de¬ 
scribe familiar scenes. 

An offer to play with the 49ers 
was a big deal for a kid who grew 
up outside Stockton and became 
a football star at UC Davis. Wait¬ 
ing for the results of the NFL draft 
in a science class, he awoke from 
his reveries to find “a pile of drool 
the size of a Denny’s pancake” on 
his desk. He recalls an ambulance 
driving on the field to pick up an 
injured player “leaving its signa¬ 
ture on the hallowed grounds.” 
Former 49ers head coach Bill 
Walsh is “Einstein without the 
crazy hair and the mustache,” and 
quarterback Joe Montana is 
“Baryshnikov in cleats,” before he 
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The rake and 
the yardman 


queer love triangle. It is also kept 
tense by a sort of Great Santini fa¬ 
ther-son friction and a dangerous 
game of flirtation played out be¬ 
tween the protagonist and his sis¬ 
ter’s handsome beau. There is a 
dotty grandmother in the attic, 
and a young sister who shows no 
signs of breaking out of her 
tomboy (wink, wink) stage. 

The action begins with a Nova 
Scotia wedding, and the tension 
in the opening scene mounts 
around the question of whether 
the long-absent, gay brother of 
the bride will come home to his 
estranged family, all of whom are 
named for plants (“Iris,” “Violet,” 
Rosemary,” and even Dad is nick¬ 
named “Poppy”) Dropped into 
the center of the highly dysfunc¬ 
tional family is the almost saintly 
“Sweet William,” played as an 
adult by Chris Leavins. The alle¬ 
gory of the flower garden, which 
is the incongruously sweet obses¬ 
sion of the abusive, drunken fa¬ 
ther, pulls the narrative together 
through the flashbacks to differ¬ 
ent eras of family nightmares. 
And the body hanging from a 
bough in that garden is as taken 
for granted as the rest of the set 
design ... until Willy comes home 
to confront it. The Hanging Gar¬ 
den is a true original. If you 
missed it in the theater, rent it. T

Your home as art house 

Radley Metzger films now on DVD

T he word “art” has long been 
a code word for erotica in 
certain contexts. “Art pho¬ 
tos,” “art films,”“art house” are all 
terms created by clever entrepre¬ 
neurs to market porn — soft and 
hard — to audiences who could 
more easily accept the idea under 
this respectable rubric. (It was 
also an effective way to confound 
law enforcement.) In the ’60s, the 
term “art film” could mean a 
Bergman masterpiece, Andy Mil¬ 
ligan sleazefest, or Radley Met¬ 
zger classy Euro-erotica. 

Despite the convenience of the 
label, truly artistic erotica has al¬ 
ways been a rarity in any genre. 
For every great novel like Terry 
Southerns Blue Movie or Marquis 
de Sade’s Justine, there are a zillion 
pulp novels from Beeline Books, 
Pad Library, Saber Books, and 
other legendary sleaze publishers. 
For every Mapplethorpe, there are 
reams of tired commercial porn 
mags bulging on pornshop 
shelves. Cinema’s no different. Of 
the volumes of material that 
poured onto grindhouse screens 
from the ’50s on, only a handful 
even aspired to, much less at¬ 
tained, any significant aesthetic 
value. Radley Metzger, whose 
most productive period was the 
late ’60s to the mid-’70s, is surely 
the standout in this select group. 
Image Entertainment has given us 
a good excuse to survey his 
achievements by releasing four of 
his major films on DVD — 
Therese and Isabelle (1968), 
Camille 2000 (1969), The Licker¬ 
ish Quartet (1970), and Score 
(1976), with several more (in¬ 
cluding the legendary Eva Peron 
story Little Mother ) soon to arrive. 

Like many other auteurs 
working in marginal realms, Met¬ 
zger was also a film distributor, so 
he was less at the mercy of others 
in terms of choosing and realiz¬ 
ing projects than his more main¬ 
stream counterparts. This makes 
it easier to say the films are in¬ 
deed his, though acknowledg¬ 
ment must be made of his superb 
collaborators, such as Enrico Sab- 
batini, art director for sumptuous 
works like Camille 2000 and The 
Lickerish Quartet, and Hans Jura, 
the brilliant cinematographer of 
Therese and Isabelle and The Lick¬ 
erish Quartet. 

Metzger was both a key player 
in, and a catalyst for, the sexual 
revolution of the ’60s, and his ca¬ 


reer contains several milestones 
in this area. Among these is 
Therese and Isabelle, the first and 
still best realistic treatment of an 
adolescent lesbian amour; The 
Lickerish Quartet, which merged 
the unlikely elements of Piran¬ 
dello and pornography; and 
Score, a sex farce that was far 
ahead of its time in refashioning 
the erotic date movie with humor 
and extensive hardcore gay, les¬ 
bian, and bi sex. 

Mirror games 

What distinguishes these films 
today from their many forgotten 
counterparts is not only the 
provocative, upbeat attitude to¬ 
ward sex — by turns playful, 
challenging, artful — but Met¬ 
zger’s sophisticated visual and 
formal sensibility that incorpo¬ 
rates all kinds of visual trickery 
normally not seen outside cine¬ 
ma’s textbook classics. One of his 
favorite devices is shooting not a 
scene but its reflection in a mir¬ 
ror, a glass bowl, a marble wall, a 
shiny surface. Camille 2000 has 
numerous such shots. Marguerite 
Gauthier (the glorious Daniele 
Gaubert, who died in 1971 of 
cancer) languishes in her polar- 
white bedroom, with an endless 
line of mirrors reflecting the ac¬ 
tion. But such strategies do more 
than provide atmosphere. Mar¬ 
guerite’s white bedroom and clear 
plastic furniture presage her grim 
end in an equally white hospital 
and oxygen tent. Her many mir¬ 
rors, breathtaking in themselves, 
show her duplicity and elusive¬ 
ness, which the film painstaking¬ 
ly documents through the plot. 
For Metzger, the aching visual 
beauty of his characters’ sur¬ 
roundings exists both for itself, to 
show that such beauty can exist in 
the world, however fleetingly, and 
as a kind of gilt-edged tomb that 
prevents these glamorous women 
and distracted playboys from 
finding true romantic or spiritu¬ 
al solace. 

Metzger honors his re¬ 
spectable sources — Dumas for 
Camille 2000, Pirandello for The 
Lickerish Quartet, famed French 
novelist Violette Leduc for 
Therese and Isabelle — by elabo¬ 
rately detailing the gorgeous en¬ 
vironments in which the charac¬ 
ters move. In Camille 2000, a mod 
update of the Cukor-Garbo vehi¬ 
cle, the characters are rich, deca¬ 
dent, beautiful, but bored jet-set¬ 
ters, trying to squeeze every 
ounce of pleasure out of their 


ephemeral lives. Metzger’s mise en 
scene, much of it supplied by Sab- 
batini, is a breathless series of 
ultra-plush environments that 
resonate with Italian haute design 
of the period: plastic blow-up 
couches, chain-mail dresses, and 
in Camille 2000, a white coffee 
table as big as a tennis court! 
Marguerite and her groupies are 
involved in every fetish imagin¬ 
able, culminating in an elaborate 
S8cM party in which mock-jails 
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Frank O’Hara

splashes and drips have a chaotic 
spontaneity and odd charm. But 
perhaps the most interesting 
works he did with artist friends are 
those he made with Joe Brainard 
and Alfred Leslie. O’Hara’s and 
Brainard’s work (the latter died 
from AIDS several years ago) 
reaches a high point in their 2- 
page comic Red Rydler and Dog 
(1964), in which a hunky and 
shirdess cowboy says, “You have 30 
seconds to give me back my 
pants.” Not a lot of subtext here. 

Subtle subtitles 

Alfred Leslie’s 1964 experi¬ 
mental film The Last Clean Shirt is 
just as subversive. Here an obses¬ 
sively talking white girl is being 
driven in an open convertible 
through New York by a black 
man. Though she’s actually speak¬ 
ing Finnish, O’Hara’s subtitled 
text reads like a parody of an exis¬ 
tential film like Antonioni’s La 
Notte (1960). 

Art world heavy-hitters like 
Robert Motherwell, Franz Kline, 
Jackson Pollock and Jasper Johns 
also put in appearances, with 
Johns making the biggest — and 
most personal — impression. His 
1961 painting “In Memory of My 
Feelings” takes its title from 
O’Hara’s 1956 poem of the same 
name. The artist’s signature 
American flag format lacks the 
stars — here replaced by a murky 
brown — and the stripes, with 
frantic strokes of gray and washy 
whites standing in for them. 
Whether or not this piece reflects 
Johns’ intense affair with fellow 
artist Robert Rauschenberg is in¬ 
cidental. What matters here is that 
this painting works so well as a 
painting, and that the personality 
of the poem works with it, too. 

The MOCA show also includes 
a number of telling portraits by 
several of O’Hara’s painter 
friends. Two fascinating works by 
Wynn Chamberlain show the 
charismatic writer with three of 
his colleagues. Entitled “Poets 
(Clothed)” and “Poets (Naked),” 
they exploit the pictorial and psy¬ 
chological tension between these 
two physical states. They also say 


something about the 
“meaning” of hiding 
and revealing. 

(Brainard seems the 
most comfortable 
both in and out of 
clothes.) 

Fairfield Porter’s 
large 1957 oil of 
the poet is one 
of the most 
provocative, 
and that’s be¬ 
cause the artist 
shows him 
gazing fully at 
the viewer — 
his blue eyes 
bright, his 
face a mask, 
suggesting 
perhaps the 
difficulty of 
knowing an¬ 
other’s 

thoughts and 
feelings, or 
how feelings 
are projected 
whether we 
want them 
shown or not. 

Alex Katz is cer¬ 
tainly a master at this 
ambiguous game. His 
freestanding oil on 
wood cutout (1959- 
60), for instance, pic¬ 
tures O’Hara as a per¬ 
son who’s alert, confi¬ 
dent, and completely self- 
possessed. The artist also 
finds a “poetic” faraway look 
in him which others miss. 

Seen at MOCA in real time 
and space, O’Hara’s por¬ 
trait has a presence 
both ordinary and 
startling. But then 
Katz’s cutouts — 
whether standing 
alone or fixed to 
a wall — always 
have this effect. 

And they some¬ 
times achieve, as 
here, a quiet no¬ 
bility, too. 

Katz’s “Ma- 

rine and Sailor” (1960, oil on 
panel) is another story. Begun as

And 
though the 
artist paints 
what he sees, 
what he’s record¬ 
ed is still ambigu¬ 
ous and open to 
interpretation. 
O’Hara’s life and 
work are certainly 
also open to interpre¬ 
tation.

These are pre¬ 
sented with re¬ 
markable clarity:

Radley Metzger 
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are set up, chains are tied around 
waists and throats, and playful 
punishments are administered. 
Metzger’s attitude toward sex is 
bittersweet, not judging. He’s like 
a respectful voyeur, examining a 
moment in time in minutest de¬ 
tail, fixing the moment on film, 
then moving on. 

The film successfully creates a 
tension between the endless, re¬ 
lentless party and Marguerite’s 
desperation to have a normal life 
and normal love affair with the 
only sincere character in the film, 
Armand du Val (Nino Castelnue- 
vo), and in a stunning sequence, 
the film frees her from the party in 
a sequence where she and Armand 
run off to a small seaside town far 
from the strangling mise en scene 
of the overrich, overripe castle in 
which she plays and suffers. 

' Camille 2000 was supposed to 
have been shot in three-strip 
Technicolor, and while Image’s 
transfer is mostly successful, with 
vibrant colors and an overall clar¬ 
ity, Technicolor buffs won’t rec¬ 
ognize it as such. Of the four 
DVDs here, this one shows the 
most visual defects; it’s occasion¬ 
ally splicy, and looks especially 
worn at reel changes. The best 
transfer in the series is Therese 
and Isabelle. The ratio here is the 
always-welcome Ultrascope 
(2.35:1), and the black-and-white 
is for the most part crystal clear, 
the blacks velvety and true, and 
with very few splices. None of 
these DVDs has much in the way 
of add-ons: all have a scene access 
menu and a trailer, but no com¬ 
mentaries, subtitles, multiple lan¬ 
guages,' camera angles, etc. 

Natural love 

Therese and Isabelle is perhaps 
unique in Metzger’s canon in one 
sense. The mise en scene is as rich 
as in any of the films, but it’s a 
more stately, naturalistic atmos¬ 
phere, with the title characters, 
French schoolgirls falling in love, 
consistently identified with na¬ 
ture and seemingly happiest in it, 
far from the confines of the 
school’s dramatic, cold arches 
and vast empty hallways. Fans of 
Metzger who haven’t seen this 
film will be surprised by the film’s 
concentration on the behavioral 
nuance and its merging of the 
characters with nature, strategies 
far removed from the extreme ar¬ 
tifice seen in more familiar works 
like Camille 2000 and The Licker¬ 
ish Quartet. 

Author Violette Leduc only 
permitted Metzger to adapt her 


autobiographical novel Therese 
and Isabelle on condition that he 
not “make a dirty film” (she must 
have seen the title of his first film, 
The Dirty Girls), but she needn’t 
have worried, as this is both visu¬ 
ally sumptuous and respectful of 
the girls’ complicated, sometimes 
tortured affair. Therese and Is¬ 
abelle’s black-and-white photog¬ 
raphy shimmers onscreen, and 
scenes such as their bicycle ride 
through a country path embow¬ 
ered by trees gives a sense of lush 
lyricism, with the camera gliding 
gracefully along in an unbroken 
movement reminiscent of Ophuls 
or Mizoguchi. Most radical, and 
most enchanting in its enduring 
freshness, is a scene in which the 
two girls make love in a dark for¬ 
est adjacent to the school, their 
nude bodies stretched unapolo- 
getically across the screen, with a 
small pool of water glimmering in 
the foreground. This is one of the 
film’s breakthroughs — the unen¬ 
cumbered lesbian body presented 
directly, at one with nature, with¬ 
out the mediation of men. 

Therese (Essy Persson) and Is¬ 
abelle (Anna Gael) are both sur¬ 
prisingly skilled actresses (sur¬ 
prising given their association 
with disreputable genres) who 
bring their characters to scintil¬ 
lating life; one of the hallmarks of 
Metzger’s cinema is his simpatico 
direction of women, particularly 
strong, intransigent ones who 
refuse to accept the status quo 
and compete directly with and 
sometimes control the men 
around them. This puts him in 
select company indeed: Cukor, 
Mizoguchi, Mitchell Leisen were 
all similarly dubbed. The Licker¬ 
ish Quartet follows this approach 
in featuring two powerful women 
in what its tagline called “an erot¬ 
ic duet in four players.” Silvana 
Venturelli is a motorcycle dare¬ 
devil; and Erica Remberg, who 
looks like a dominatrix who’s 
misplaced her leather, is one of 
Metzger’s many female sexual so¬ 
phisticates, equally ready for 
whatever sex is offered in her 
search for thrills before the ever- 
threatening end of the party. 

Metzger called Lickerish “my 
most personal film,” while the 
ever-inventive Italians released it 
as “Erotica, Exotica, Psychotica, 
Fab!” Again the film contrasts an 
overripe, almost absurdly plush 
environment (this time a rented 
hotel/restaurant of exceptional 
gaudiness) with the existential 
angst and frustrated desires of a 
group of bored sophisticates. 
These characters are like some¬ 
thing out of a de Sade novel — 
gathered in a sort of hidden envi-

An interview with Janis Joplin biographer Alice Echols

F ive years ago, when Alice 
Echols began picking away 
at the scars left behind by 
the generation that created the 
rock revolution of the ’60s, she 
was planning on writing a very 
different book from what Scars of 
Sweet Paradise became. “I was 
reading a bunch of Janis bios, and 
a funny thing happened — it was 
just like when I first heard her on 
the air in 1968 — she just grabbed 
my attention all over again. I 
thought I could do a real interest¬ 
ing book that would serve as a 
kind of cultural history of the pe¬ 
riod using Janis as a vehicle, but it 
would also allow us to revisit Janis 
and move past this image of her 
as a poster child of dysfunction. I 
try to show that Janis’ restlessness, 
her confusion, her recklessness, 
even her self-destructiveness were 
not hers alone. It was something 
that she shared with so many 
other kids, or at least those of us 
who grabbed the headlines. As 
Jerry Garcia put it, ‘She was on the 
same trip we were all on.”’ 

Unlike Alice B. Toklas and 
Eleanor Roosevelt, there are as yet 
no lesbian/gay Democratic clubs 
dedicated to Janis’ memory, but 
those grand ladies have also yet to 
inspire a sentence with the sizzle 
of this opening line from the 
memories of Peggy Caserta: “I was 
stark naked, stoned out of my 
mind on heroin, and the girl lying 
between my legs giving me head 
was Janis Joplin.” Caserta’s Going 
Down with Janis came out in 
1973, the same year as Myra 
Friedman’s less sensational but 
damning portrait, Buried Alive, 
which ends with the following 
passage: “The heroin in her sys¬ 
tem might have killed her imme¬ 
diately. It did not. When, after a 
while, she walked out to the lobby, 
she could not have known she was 
dying....” 

In Scars of Sweet Paradise 
(Metropolitan), Echols seeks to 
construct a larger cultural context 
against which to frame the some¬ 
what overheated details of Janis’ 
often messy personal life. “What 
I’m trying to do here is to show 
that the drugs — and that kind of 
recklessness and self-experimen¬ 
tation that characterized so many 
of us in the ’60s — were a cultur¬ 
al phenomenon. It was not Janis 
alone. I think when you put her 
under a microscope, then it’s very 
easy to pathologize her. I know 
what Myra [Friedman] was trying 
to do. She was trying to say wake 
up, Janis was not the quintessen¬ 
tial liberated woman of the ’60s, 
she was much more complicated. 
That is the major achievement of 
that book. But she does become 
obsessed with chronicling Janis’ 
dysfunction.” 

Choir girl 

Echols stresses that Janis’ story 
is one strewn with irony. Prior to 
hitting puberty with the force of a 
train wreck, Janis was by all ap¬ 
pearances a very normal little girl 
who even sang in the church choir 
“and actually would drag her 
friends to church to hear her. I 
found that a really fascinating de¬ 
tail, because everybody knows the 
legendary feud with [her native] 
Port Arthur [Texas], she had been 
ridiculed and called a pig in high 
school, so I thought, ‘How the hell 
did this woman ever get up on 
stage?’ I couldn’t have done it. 


Where did she get that chutzpah? 
But it became clear to me when I 
interviewed people who had 
known her back in Port Arthur 
that she had already been hooked 
on performing. She had felt the 
thrill of being able to get people’s 
attention and adulation, and she 
wanted it back.” 

Puberty was a devastating time 
for Joplin. “She hits high school, 
and she develops terrible acne, 
and she has no tits, and she gains 
weight. She had been a cute little 
girl, but she stopped being cute. 
Now, most girls would resign 
themselves to being a wallflower, 
but Janis didn’t do that. She starts 
hanging out with these wannabe- 
beatnik boys, she becomes the girl 
in the boys’ club, prefiguring what 
she later did in rock ’n’ roll. She 
starts drinking, and at the very 
least starts presenting herself as 
sexually conversant — all this at 
Thomas Jefferson High School in 
Port Arthur, where if you were 
having sex and you were female, 
you didn’t brag about it. This cre¬ 
ated problems between Janis and 
her mother, and huge problems 
between Janis and the town.” 

Echols quotes another famous 
Port Arthur native, Harry Britt, 
who says, “Port Arthur is not a 
Janis Joplin town. Port Arthur 
would see Country-Western star 
Tex Ritter, who was born in near¬ 
by Nederland, as its own, not Janis 
Joplin.” Echols argues that Port 
Arthur cast a long shadow, and 
Janis tried to win back the hearts 
of her townfolk right up to the 
day she died, with emotionally 
devastating consequences, includ¬ 
ing the events of her disastrous 
10th high school reunion, which 
culminated in her getting into a 
fistfight with the former rock star 
turned “irascible good ole boy” 
Jerry Lee Lewis. 

Echols sifts through the many 
ironies of Joplin’s short but pas¬ 
sionate life — the fact that this pi¬ 
oneering woman in rock ’n’ roll 
has been largely ignored by the 
many women now working in the 
business; the fact that her ballsy 
blues style has had a bigger influ¬ 
ence on male lead singers in heavy 
metal bands than on any female, 
let alone lesbian vocalist; the fact 
that the number of men in her life 
far outnumbered the number of 
woman partners. 

“Way back in 1969 or 1970,1 
think it was a Berkeley feminist 
newspaper claimed Janis Joplin as 
a feminist and as a lesbian. The 
only reason that she knew about 
this was that a friend of hers 
showed her the article, and she 
was furious. She said, ‘My God, 
I’ve slept with thousands of guys 
and hundreds of chicks, what do 
they mean calling me a lesbian!’ 
And she was completely unaware 
of the irony. Janis’ sexuality was 
one of the reasons I was interest¬ 
ed in writing about her. I think 
she was too hung up on guys and 
really too ashamed about her feel¬ 
ings for women ever to have pro¬ 
claimed herself a lesbian. Al¬ 
though, who knows? The world 
certainly did change after 
Stonewall.” 

Echols explains that under¬ 
standing Joplin’s complex sexual 
identity depends in part on real¬ 
izing that her sojourns in San 
Francisco can be divided into two 
distinct eras: the early years in 
North Beach, when Janis was try¬ 
ing to make the coffeehouse scene 
as a beatnik folksinger; and the 
later years, as the lead singer for a 


series of popular bands during the 
height of the hippie era in the 
Haight. 

“In that kind of beatnik world 
that Janis [first] moved in, it was 
not particularly remarkable for 
someone to be having sex with a 
member of the same sex. In the 
Haight, however, it was a relent¬ 
lessly heterosexual scene, and 
Janis did not advertise her rela¬ 
tionships or her sex with women. 
It wasn’t something that she wore 
proudly, though in fact some of 
her most stable relationships were 
with women.” 

Echols notes the contradic¬ 
tions in Joplin’s character that 
would cause her to flee any rela¬ 
tionship with a mature, giving 
person. When Janis used to boast 
that she was looking to settle 
down with a guy who could give 
her a “white picket-fence” life, a 
friend commented acidly that she 
sure was picking a crop of “chick¬ 
en shit” kind of guys to realize ' 
such a dream. In her book, Echols 
describes how Janis returned 
home to accept a marriage pro¬ 
posal from a man who was al¬ 
ready married, and was, in fact, 
planning to dump her. 

Beautiful thing 

Echols notes that all through 
her life, Janis pursued authenticity, 
and in relationships, Janis found 
“it was often easier to let her guard 
down with women. Peggy Caserta 
tells this very poignant story about 
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for players in the 
Circuit Party 
games, the 
brooding dark 
cloud of des¬ 
peration hangs 
over James St. 
James and his 
friends right 
from the 
book’s open¬ 
ing. (“It wasn’t 
all sequins and 
cocktails, 
kids.”) He 
considers the 
fleeting, tran¬ 
sitory quality of “club friend¬ 
ships” as “the same as rehab or 
moving back to Missouri. People 
die around us all the time. Drop 
like flies. It just means I won’t be 
seeing them again. New people 
were already in line to take their 
place.” 

The author drops names like 
acid hits. Michael Musto, gossip 
columnist for the Village Voice, 
“Superstar” DJ Keoki, and “titular 
Queen of the Night” Dianne Brill 
are all given proper nods, along 
with the many bars and night¬ 
clubs (Tunnel, Limelight) that 
played host to all the assorted 
madness. 

St. James’ book takes an inter¬ 
esting look into the tumultuous 
lives of nightclub denizens, with a 
narrative full of harrowing details, 
cutthroat dialogue and biting 
humor, but strangely devoid of 
any details of their sex life. With 
all of that drama floating about, 
it’s a shame that the actual mur¬ 
der of Angel Melendez, highlight¬ 
ed in the book’s subtitle, “A Fabu¬ 
lous But True Tale of Murder in 
Clubland,” gets very lost along the 
way. Alig’s motives and the out¬ 
comes of the killing are skirted 
shamelessly. 

Still, Disco Bloodbath will ap¬ 
peal to that tightly wrapped clique 
of young clubgoers crouching in 
the pre-millennium shadows of 
club-friendly San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Miami, and of course, 
New York City. For those not 
plugged into the disco circuitry, 
while the seductive, destructive 
trappings of drug abuse are fasci¬ 
nating to observe (even to dabble 
in), the whole scene, as depicted 
here with increasing resentment, 
becomes uninviting. 

In the final chapter, St. James 
makes a plea for sanity and his 
own redemption by writing an 
open letter to Michael Alig, now 
currently serving a 10- to 20-year 
sentence for second degree mur¬ 
der. The author’s mocking at¬ 
tempt at sincerity is, like the rest 
of the book, swathed in sarcastic 
jokes; but this time, the caustic 
humor can’t save the day. Some¬ 
one should let James St. James in 
on a secret: barbarous murder, 
dismemberment, and drug addic¬ 
tion have a very short comedic 
shelf life. Timid readers would do 
best to avoid this rambling, deliri¬ 
ous chronicle. T 


swiftly written, chatty book about 
his friendship with budding club 
promoter Michael Alig and a col¬ 
lection of others indulging in the 
disco madness that overtook 
downtown Manhattan in the late 
’80s. “The club scene that I arrived 
onto was an impenetrable clique, 
with a complex hierarchy of ‘su¬ 
perstars,’” 

St. James 
writes. 

“There 
were intri¬ 
cate rules 
of behav¬ 
ior, Byzan¬ 
tine rituals, 
and unspo¬ 
ken cus¬ 
toms that 
were de¬ 
signed to 
exclude the 
unwanted, 
and mas¬ 
sage the 
egos of the 
Chosen 
Few.” 

St. James 
and Alig, 
after years of 

scene-hopping, drug experimen¬ 
tation and stepping on the six- 
inch heels of those less astonish¬ 
ing, eventually became “The 
Chosen Few.” Alig became a 
Faberge eggshell of a man, all 
glitz and drag glamour, lounging 
in drugged-out bliss. But being 
crowned the Queen of Clubland 
came with disastrous conse¬ 
quences. On the night of March 
31, 1996, while arguing over 
owed drug money, Alig and a 
friend known only as “Freeze” 
murdered roommate Angel Me¬ 
lendez, a fellow clubber and drug 
dealer. They then pumped his 
veins full of Drano, cut off his 
legs, stuffed him in a wooden box 
and set it afloat on the Hudson 
River. The events leading up to 
this tragic occurrence make up 
the bulk of the book, with mixed 
results. 

Through the entire course of 
the relentless narrative, St. James 
and his club friends are almost al¬ 
ways in a drug-induced haze. 
They deal drugs, abuse drugs, pass 
out from drugs, and have ruined 
their lives because of drugs. No 
real anti-drug message here, ex¬ 
cept that approaching the brink of 
insanity, according to the author, 
can be fun. And murder, well, it’s 
as easy and fun as baking a cake. 


Recipe book 

The author’s extensive first¬ 
hand knowledge of recreational 
drugs is the source of precise and 
often unsettling sensory descrip¬ 
tions. St. James’ recipes for mak¬ 
ing powdered versions of heroin 
and ketamine are gratuitous, but 
his description of their effects 
proves a useful deterrent. “First of 
all, it tastes filthy. Like powdered 
pavement,” St. James writes. 
“Then there’s the gag and the 
drip. My eyes won’t stay open, but 
they won’t stay closed, either.” St. 
James’ stance on drugs won’t win 
him tea and scones with Nancy 
Reagan, but neither does it afford 
him a sensitive viewpoint on the 
fate of Michael Alig. “Sure, with 
Michael, near the end, they 
[drugs] exacerbated his downfall. 
But for many years, they cush¬ 
ioned it. And the downfall was in¬ 
evitable, believe me. He was crazy 
to begin with. The drugs just 
made the ride more fun.” 

As “fun” as this book will be

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the lights and music can make 
you dizzy — and the world slips 
out of control.” Sounds like a wild 
night on the town, right? It can be 
a complete lifestyle for others. 
Like for former “club kid” James 
St. James, who dipped his ruby- 
red toenails into the downtown 
New York City gay nightclub 
swamp and ended up almost 
drowning in it.

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merits, Custer Subsequently ac¬ 
companied them on clarinet. 
“That’s when I got the idea — 
wouldn’t it be cool to bring a sym¬ 
phony orchestra together with in¬ 
strument builders?” 

During her three-month resi¬ 
dency at the Headlands Center for 
the Arts last fall, Custer put on 
three chamber concerts. Each fea¬ 
tured two instrument builders 
and a quintet of traditional play¬ 
ers. That experience, she says, gave 
her “the bare bones of the ideas 
for the symphony.” 

Scoring for a 20-piece orches¬ 
tra plus 10 original instrumental¬ 
ists presented Custer with a chal¬ 
lenge beyond mere numbers. 
“The instrument builders, for the 
most part, don’t read music,” she 
says. “So I have to write things 
like, ‘Play a soft, grinding sound,’ 
or, ‘Play an A-flat harmonic.’ They 
figure things out by ear. The or¬ 
chestra’s playing written music, 
but they’re also improvising. And 
the instrument builders have in¬ 
structions where to improvise.” 

Besides the classical and avant 
garde elements, she says, “There’ll 
be a turntablist and electronic 
guitars. Christian Jones, my part¬ 
ner in 80 Mile Beach, is a 
DJ/turntablist. He lends the hip 
angle to it.” 

In keeping with the left 
brain/right brain nature of the en¬ 
terprise, the Vinculum Symphony 
will have two conductors. Deirdre 
McClure will be principal con¬ 
ductor, with the composer “doing 
the improv conducting — which 
is what I really like to do.” 

Trying to pin down Custer’s 
musical sources is like trying to 
conduct one of her symphonies. 
“I’m very influenced by Afro- 
American and African music,” she

says. “One of my major influences 
is Henry Threadgill. I’m influ¬ 
enced very much by Hildegard 
von Bingen — kind of like me¬ 
dieval, but with a jazz influence. 
She’s a major icon. She was way 
ahead of her time. She’s a genius, 
absolute genius. I also like Elec- 
tronica and Hip Hop.” 

If you miss her at Yerba Buena, 
you can catch the multifaceted mu¬ 
sician on CD or around town, in a 
slightly different capacity. “In my 
new band, 80 Mile Beach, I’m a 
front-and-center lead singer, which 
is a new thing for me. I don’t have 
a clarinet stuck in my mouth.” T

being in bed with Janis. They did a 
lot of heroin. And Peggy said there 
was this one time ‘when I told her 
that she was really beautiful, and 
she just looked at me and said, 
“Nobody’s ever told me that — do 
you really mean it?”’ And Peggy 
said, ‘Yeah.’ And Janis just grabbed 
hold of her like she couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it. Here’s this woman who ex¬ 
pands notions of beauty in Amer¬ 
ican culture, yet can’t ever see her¬ 
self as pretty until the day she died, 
except when she was onstage. I 
think she was always very con¬ 
fused about her sexuality. I think 
it was a mystery to her.” 

Janis would often boast of her 
male conquests, while usually tak¬ 
ing a more discreet approach to¬ 
wards her affairs with women. 
“She was constantly trumpeting 
the sort of Babe Ruthian dimen¬ 
sions of her heterosexual lust,” 
Echols explains. “After she has sex 
with Joe Namath, she calls out 
from the stage in Madison Square 
Garden, ‘Joe, are you out there?’ 
She’s constantly eyeing boys and 
commenting on them. She does¬ 
n’t do this with women, except 
with friends she feels very com¬ 
fortable with. Dave Getz says he 
did observe Janis do that with 
some women she was attracted to, 
and said, ‘I never heard a woman 
talk about another woman that 
way until I was around Janis.’” 

Echols concludes that Janis 
learned the wisdom preached by 
the sometime-practicing bisexual 
writer John Cheever. About suc¬ 
cess, Cheever said, “It doesn’t 
make any difference.” Echols notes 
the paradox of Janis feeling only 
totally alive onstage and experi¬ 


wanted an autograph. And Janis 
would numb herself to that by 
shooting up. She never shot up 
before a performance, but once 
she got backstage — the grasping 
and all of that — she just couldn’t 
take it.” T

encing a terrible sense of loneli¬ 
ness when she left the stage. 
“Nothing was worse than con¬ 
fronting these people who want¬ 
ed something from her.

Burning orgasms 

I t’s Burning Man time again, and these days you can’t hold a 
brunch or hob-nob at a cafe without at least someone blather¬ 
ing on about the far-out theme camp they’re erecting on the 
playa, replete with blazing torches, cocktail bar, naked slaves 
equipped with giant ostrich-feather fans to keep things cool under 
the giant awning, plus a portable computerized sound and mixing 
station guaranteed to blow away all competitors in the Darwinian 
struggle to achieve noise dominance in what amounts to a week- 
long mating ritual of techno-geeks. 

Don’t get me wrong: I Jove Burning Man, but let’s not kid our¬ 
selves. It’s not a place for spiritual communing so much as a chance 
for boys and girls to shed their clothes and display their high-tech 
toys, metaphysical wizardry, and outsize egos. Whoever exhibits the 
biggest phallus, whether in the form of an art installation or a fiery 
performance, wins. 

I’ll be the first to admit that big phalli can be a turn-on, espe¬ 
cially those towering Tesla coils from which lightning emanates 
with a roar, electrifying the night to orgasmic effect. 

Yet the most compelling aspect of Burning Man is not its me¬ 
chanical inventions or massive structures, but its rituals. In the 
course of the event, thousands of modern-day Druids will enact 
rites designed to elicit vague feelings of being at one with the uni¬ 
verse or the Great Mother or whatever. 

While many such rituals can be quite lame, some will likely stand 
out almost as much as the burning of the Man himself. Among these 
will be “Deep Ends,” to take place at about 10:30 p.m. on Friday, 
September 3 at the 10 o’clock position on The Wheel of Time, 
around which Black Rock City will be situated in the Nevada desert. 

First, a giant labyrinth of fire, created by Matthew Coda, will be 
set ablaze — sort of like a burning vagina. Then the multimedia 
dance troupe Kunst-Stoff will begin a performance, created by Tomi 
Paasonen, that “depicts an evolutionary journey through the natur¬ 
al elements of earth, water, fire and air.” The piece, including am¬ 
plified snippets of Tibetan chanting, Sonic Youth, Yoko Ono, etc., 
will feature dancers clothed in body paint, among them Yannis Ado- 
niou, Nicole Bonadonna, and Gabriel Todd, to mention only a few. 

Many of these dancers have achieved considerable recognition 
in the Bay Area, and are noted for their excellence. Perhaps, then, 
“Deep Ends” will prove one of the better rituals on the playa. 
Whether it pokes you in the eye like a phallus, or caresses you like 
a vagina, only the oracles can foretell. ▼

ronment to engage in a variety of 
transgressively sexual encounters, 
punctuated here by hardcore porn 
loops that play on a movie screen 
behind them. Among the film’s vi¬ 
sual surprises is an ultra-modern 
library in which two of the char¬ 
acters make love on a floor cov¬ 
ered by a gigantic blow-up of a 
book page. Image’s transfer of this 
DVD is acceptable, with a solid 
range of colors and minimal 
splices. It is not pristine, however, 
and can’t be expected to be, given 
the period and the ravages of time 
on a film that was widely played. 

Soft to hard 

Score represents Metzger’s 
transition between softcore and 
hardcore, and it’s appropriate that 
the film exists in several versions 
tbat tilt in one direction or the 
other. Metzger’s Aubudon films 
has released a full hardcore ver¬ 
sion that shows gay and straight 


buttfucking, cocksucking, dildo 
penetration, and all manner of 
sexual revolution highjinks; the 
more readily available First Run 
Pictures version, which seems to 
be the source of the present DVD 
from Image, cut nearly seven 
minutes of such questionable 
stuff. (Go to http://www.vidmarc. 
demon.co.uk/mondo-erotico/ 
score-cuts.html for a precise 
breakdown of cuts between avail¬ 
able prints.) 

That said, Score is still a high¬ 
ly entertaining sexual roundelay, 
really a sex farce based on a play 
originally set in Queens, New 
York. The action was moved to 
the once pristine, now undoubt¬ 
edly destroyed Yugoslavian coast¬ 
line, standing in for the French 
Riviera. (As Metzger has said, 
“Who wants to see sex in 
Queens?”) Presented as a fairy 
tale, the film shows sophisticates 
Elvira (Claire Wilbur) and Jack 
(Gerald Grant) attempting to se¬ 
duce an allegedly naive couple — 
Eddie (Cal Culver, aka the late gay 
porn star Casey Donovan) and 


Betsy (Lynn Lowry) — in an 
elaborate series of sex games. 
Some of the accouterments are 
dated — how long has it been 
since anyone’s seen an actual box, 
complete with original label, of 
amyl nitrate? — but the enthusi¬ 
asm of the actors, particularly the 
witty Claire Wilbur, pull it off lit¬ 
erally and figuratively. Metzger’s 
visual trickery is evident in scenes 
where characters literally trans¬ 
form into each other; for exam¬ 
ple, Eddie’s guilt at being fucked 
by Jack makes him see Jack as 
Betsy. The transfer of Score is fine, 
with reasonably rich colors and 
not a distracting number of 
splices or obvious wear. 

With the increasing homoge¬ 
nization, committee-driven na¬ 
ture of film, Metzger’s work, with 
its ambitious and literate source 
material, extreme formal control, 
bittersweet worldview, and sexual 
egalitarianism, now seems more 
modern than most of what’s oc¬ 
cupying present-day multiplex 
screens, and on that basis it is 
welcome indeed. ▼

Of course, Agenerase is not perfect. 

Agenerase is not a cure and has not 
been shown to prevent transmission 
of HIV infection. At this time, 
it is not known whether taking 
Agenerase will slow the progress of 
HIV disease or help you live longer. 


We believe it can. We are Vertex 
Pharmaceuticals and we have created 
a new protease inhibitor.

We know side effects are a major 
concern for people taking protease 
inhibitors. In clinical trials Agenerase 
was generally well tolerated. But 
there were side effects associated 
with the drug. The most common side 
effects with Agenerase are nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a 
tingling sensation around the mouth. 
If these side effects occur, they are 
usually mild to moderate and tend to 
stop after a few weeks of treatment. 

You should know that high blood sugar, 
shifts in location of body fat, and a 
certain type of anemia have been seen 
in patients taking protease inhibitors, 
including Agenerase. Serious and/or 
life-threatening drug interactions and 
skin reactions have also been seen in 
patients taking Agenerase.

Please read this information before you start taking AGENERASE (pronounced ah-GEN-er-ase), and re-read it each time you 
receive your prescription, just in case something has changed. Remember that this information does not take the place of 
careful discussions with your doctor when you start this medication and at checkups. You should not change or stop your 
anti-HIV treatment without first talking with your doctor. You should tell your doctor about any drug you are taking or 
planning to take because taking AGENERASE with some medications can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 


What is AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should 1 do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate? Rifater® 
and Rimactane? 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

Pamelor® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

Rarely Pure and Never Simple: 
Selected Essays of Scott O'Hara 
by Scott O'Hara; Harrington 
Park Press, $19.95 

M H ;f hen porn star and writer 
Scott “Spunk” O’Hara 
died in February 1998, 
his obituary, which he penned 
himself and which appeared in 
the BAR, ended with the follow¬ 
ing line: “In lieu of flowers, he re¬ 
quests that you make a donation 
to your favorite sperm bank.” It is 
this kind of bluntness and playful 
irreverence that marks most of his 
writing. O’Hara is perhaps the 
only gay male porn star who has 
left behind a written as well as a 
filmed legacy. In addition to 
Rarely Pure and Never Simple, he 
published a book of short stories, 
Do-It-Yourself Piston Polishing (for 
Non-Mechanics) and the well-re¬ 
ceived Autopornography: A Mem¬ 
oir of Life in the Lust Lane. And he 
was editor and publisher of 
Steam, “the literate queer’s guide 
to sex and controversy.” 

Given his penchant for no- 
holds-barred honesty, and his 
conversational, accessible writing 
style, O’Hara serves as an excel¬ 
lent guide for anyone who wants 
an “inside look” at the life of a 
porn star, exotic dancer and occa¬ 
sional escort. The essays in Rarely 
Pure and Never Simple (which 
takes it title from an Oscar Wilde 
quote about the nature of truth) 
come from O’Hara’s many 
columns and contributions to 
publications in the gay press. 
Taken together, they position 
O’Hara as a kind of sexual rebel, 
always ready to challenge the con¬ 
ventions of sexuality, both 
straight and gay. As he says of the 
essays in his introductory entry, 
“Some of [these essays] will un¬ 
doubtedly offend you. Tough shit. 
None of my writing has ever been 
about winning friends in high 
places.” 

In an essay titled, “Ah, Unity,” 
for example, he writes about the 
experience of marching with the 
NAMBLA contingent in the 1984 
San Francisco Gay Pride Parade 
and describes the resistance, even 
hatred, that the gay community 
directs at the group. “I do not be¬ 
lieve there is any age at which it is 
inherently wrong for a child to be 
sexually active,” O’Hara writes. 
“What is wrong is coercion, of any 
sort.” This is clearly a controver¬ 
sial issue for many people, gay and 
straight, and O’Hara does not shy 
away from taking a stand on it, a 
stand that perhaps many would 
disagree with. 

Pro ball 

O’Hara has no qualms about 
discussing his personal and “pro¬ 
fessional” sex life in great detail. In 
fact, he admits to taking pride in 
his porn career, and revels in the 
realization that his erotic image 
will live on in film, entertaining 
thousands of viewers long after he 
is gone. In one essay he recounts a 
sex-club encounter with a young 
man who later tells O’Hara that 
his porn films were “an inspira¬ 
tion” to him. In other essays, he 
writes about his live performances 
in similar terms, and describes the 
rush he receives from seeing other 
men getting turned on by his per¬ 
formance. 

If O’Hara’s “philosophy” could

be summed up in a few words, it 
would probably sound something 
like this: “Sex — in just about all 
its forms — is natural and good. 
Monogamy is unnatural and re¬ 
strictive. Relationships are not 
about sex.” The essays in this col¬ 
lection present O’Hara’s working 
through these basic ideas in a va¬ 
riety of tales and treatises. They 
also chronicle his life as an HIV¬ 
positive man who learns to enjoy, 
and indeed prefer, sex with other 
positive men. The sadness of this 
book is that O’Hara’s essentially 
life-affirming message about sex¬ 
uality and freedom is overshad¬ 
owed by the reality of his HIV sta¬ 
tus and the death that it brings 
him. There’s an added poignancy 
to the book for San Francisco 
readers, since O’Hara made the 
Castro his home in the last years 
of his life. In some of his essays, he 
writes about life in San Francisco,

and in the Castro. 

Rarely Pure and Never Simple 
is a wide-ranging collection of es¬ 
says about gay sexuality and gay 
politics. It also includes a handful 
of poems that O’Hara wrote over 
the years, poems that stand more 
as political statements than artis¬ 
tic ones. There are things in this 


book, as O’Hara promises, that 
will likely offend some readers. 
And O’Hara seems to ramble 
from topic to topic in many of his 
essays, a habit that might wear 
thin with some readers. Still, de¬ 
spite these minor problems, 
O’Hara’s essays are consistently 
interesting, and always honest. T

Three gay male mysteries appeal across gender

|§| confession: I’ve been 
avoiding gay male myster¬ 
ies on the assumption (and 
yes, I know all about what hap¬ 
pens when one assumes) that 
said mysteries would be as loaded 
with sex as their lesbian counter¬ 
parts. Not that I object to juicy 
sex scenes in lesbian mysteries — 
I love them — but I was consid¬ 
erably less interested in reading 
about male sex. You may imagine 
my surprise when I read three 
books featuring male detectives 
and discovered that the puzzle, 
not the penis, was the focus. 



Justice at Risk is the third Ben¬ 
jamin Justice mystery, and it is as 
terrifying a tale as I have read in 
years. Benjamin was a renowned 
journalist until his Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning stories were discovered 
to be fake. After years spent near¬ 
er the gutter than not, things 
start to look up. The possibility 
of a new career in television, a 
medium considerably less fussy 
about truth than the press, , it 
seems, means he may be able to 
live again. When the producer he 
replaced is found murdered, 
however, Benjamin is drawn into 
a web of cover-up, murder, and 
evil in high places. If you think 
there is one law for rich and poor 
alike, you will be painfully con¬ 
vinced otherwise in this very fine, 
very dark novel. 

John Morgan Wilson creates 
terror in the everyday, a skill that 
serves him well in Justice at Risk.

Drop Dead is the fifth Paul 
Turner mystery, a police proce¬ 
dural with the extras of a happy 
gay family life and a journey into 
the world of haute couture. Paul 
Turner is a gay cop in Chicago 
with a partner who doesn’t mind 
Paul’s being gay; he just wishes 
that he’d eat more doughnuts. 
When a supermodel takes a 
header off the top of a downtown 
hotel, Paul and Buck are assigned 
to the high-profile case. With 
plenty of pressure from the polit¬ 
ical powers in the city to call the 
death an accident (insurance, 
don’t you know), Paul must learn 
the ins and outs of high fashion, 
evens as he investigates the ups 
and downs of tall buildings. 

Mark Richard Zubro captures 
the heart of the windy city with a 
sure hand and a good eye for 
compelling detail. His gay detec¬ 
tive is a winning combination of 
tough cop and loving family 
man. The scene when Paul’s lover 
is threatened is exceptionally well 
done. The world of models and 
makeovers combines nicely with 
mayhem to make Drop Dead an 
entertaining read that will keep 
you guessing all the way to the 
end. 

Spray fumes 

I suppose it was inevitable — a 
gay amateur detective whose day 
job is that of hairdresser — but 
Grant Michaels takes the stereo¬ 
type and runs with it in Dead as a 


from furtive lurking around the

Cosmopolitan. 

Speaking of posing in the alto¬ 
gether, that was a BAR arts writer 
in our own centerfold, Out & 
About, a few weeks back, in a 
fetching nude portrait by SF 
painter William Samios, from 
his show up at Dorothy Weiss 
Gallery through August 31. “I 
opened up the BAR, and there I 
was!” said our astonished scribe.

Doornail, the sixth Stan Kraychik 
mystery. Stan doesn’t have to 
work anymore, thanks to a recent 
inheritance, but his plan to reno¬ 
vate the last unrenovated brown- 
stone in Boston and turn it into a 
bed and breakfast with hair care 
products is seriously interrupted 
when his contractor is found 
dead in the brownstone. Stan and 
the contractor look so much alike 
that Stan may, in fact, have been 
the killer’s real target. That possi¬ 
bility, plus an inordinate level of 
snoopiness (all those hair spray 
fumes, I guess) mean that Stan 
will have to investigate the killing. 

I had credibility problems 
with Stan as detective. His lack of 



investigative skill coupled with 
the insistence of the cops that he 
bug off made me wonder why he 
didn’t just take their advice and 
go out of town until the murder 
was solved. Plot twists seemed 
layered on, rather than integral to 
the plot or the characters. 
Michaels’ characters, major and 
minor, are first rate, and it is they, 
not the mystery, who held my at¬ 
tention throughout. 

If you have to choose one of 
these mysteries, Justice at Risk is 
far and away the best of the three, 
but any of them will provide an 
entertaining read. Who knew 
that gay male mysteries could be 
so interesting? Now we all do. T
